GOLIAD AND SAN ANTONIO 
THE WORST SUFFERERS 


At Former Place Ninety Lives Were 
Lost and Over a Hundred In- 
ijured—Business Section of 
Goliad Is in 
Ruins. 


Dallas, Tex., May 18.—A special to The 
News from Goliad says: 


Ninety are dead, over a hundred are 


wounded. In addition there is a gaping 
wound in the town—the path of one of 
ever 


the most destructive tornadoes 


known. in Texas. 

The tornado struck this place about 
8:45 o'clock this afternoon, lasting only 
about five minutes, leaving death and 
disaster everywhere in its wake. 

It came from the southeast without a 
warning, completely demolishing a strip 
about two blocks wide throughout te 
whole western part of the town about a 
mile long. 

Among the many houses demolished are 


the Baptist church and parsonage, just 


built, the Methodist church and a colored 

church. 

IMPOSSZBLE TO ESTIMATE 
PROPERTY DESTROYED. 

It “4 impossible to estimate the num- 
ber of houses destroyed, but it is thought 
the number will reach 10. Damage done 
cannot be approximated, but it is very 
great. About all the human dead and 
wounded frave been taken care of. 

The path of devastation is strewn wit) 
aij kinds of debris and dead and wound- 
ed animals. 

The pitiful cries of the wounded is 
heard everyWhere and at times is heart- 
rending. 

A report from the country around Go- 
liad is to the effect that no damage wag 
done. A special train bearing the O’Con- 
nor Guards, six physicians, nurses and 
many volunteers came from Victoria and 
a special train from Cuero, bearing physi- 
cians, nurses, druggists and volunteers. 
Aithough everything is heing done for 
the relief of the wounded, cries “or 
physicians and medical attention are 
everywhere heard.

across Texas yesterday, causing loss of 
life and almost incalculable damage to 
property. 

The cyclone js belleved to have origi- 
nated on the gulf coast at a point almost 
directly south of Goliad, and traveled in 
a northeasterly direction as far as Ken- 
tucky. It left desolation behind in four 
states, but Texas seems to have suffered 
more than the others. At 10 o’clock last 
night there were two reports current 
concerning the fate of the historic town 
of Goliad. Both of them were sufficient- 
ly distressing. One was that fifty lives 
were lost and much of the town de- 
stroyed. The other was that not less 
than two hundred persons were killed 
and that nearly every structure there was 
demolished. 

The high winds which prevailed over 
that portion of the state, which lies east 
and south of here, has demoralized the 
telegraph and telephone gervices. On its 
main line the Texas and Pacific has no 
communication further east than Mineola, 
but the conductor on a train arriving late 
last night reported to the general offices 
here that this was because a tree had 
blown across the wires between there and 
Mineola. On the Transcontinental divis- 
ion it is impossible to receive any re- 
sponse from anywhere east of Douglass, 
which is 42 miles west of Texarkana. 

Wild rumors about the fate ef Tex- 
arkana were in circulation for a time, but 
the anxiety on that score was relieved 
by the statement from incoming train 
crews that there had been no damage at 
Marshall, Texarkana or _ intermediate 
points. Shreveport, La.,.seems to be cut 
off from communication with the world. 
DAMAGE AT SAN ANTONIO, 

BUT NO LIVES ARE LOST 

San Antonio, Tex., May 18.—At 12:40 
o'clock this afternoon a terrible wind and 
rain storm swept over S8an Antonio, 
damaging property not less than $50,000, 
and it may feach $75,000. The wind reach- 
ed a velocity of 72 miles an hour, and 
continued at that rate for nearly twenty 
minutes. It blew from the southeast and 
then shifted to fhe southwest, the great- 
est velocity being from the latter point.

STRIKERS STAND UP IN 
CHURCH AND TAKE OATH 


Hazleton, Pa., May 18.—Ralph M. Eas- 
ley, secretary of the National Civic Fed- 
eration, laughed today at the stir caused 
by his visit to strike headquarters and 
his conference with President Mitchell, 
of the United Mine Workers, late last 
night. He said there was not the slight- 
est significance attached to his trip here. 
He reiterated that he came here merely 
to look over the ground and keep himself 
informed of the general situation. He 
dJenied that he brought any plan for a 
gettiement of the strike or message, from 
Senator Hanna or any other member of 
the Civic Federation. Mr. Easley also 
said he carried no message back with 
him from Mr. Mitchell. He again saw 
Mr. Mitchell for a few minutes this 
morning and left for New York at 10 
 teapite the denials of the labor leaders. 
the members of the Civic Federation and 
the coal operators, it is believed here 
that the federation is quietly preparing 
to receive any proposition that might 
possibly be offered by either side. 


Absolute quiet reigned at headquarters — 


hroughout the Lehigh valley. 
Grecarmen of nearly all denominations 
in their sermons today touched more, or 
less on the strike. The trend of remarks 
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was that of forvearance, frugality and 
temperance. The great struggle was gen- 
erally deplored and the hope was held 
out that, thcugh the strike may cause 
much suffering for a time, it may in the 
end result in great gocd for both capital 
and labor. 

There was an impressive scene at each 
of the masses at St. Gabrie] Roman 
Catholic church in this town. This ts 
the church of which the late Rev. E. sg. 
Philips, the miners’ champion in the 
strike of 1900, was the rector. Following 
out President Mitchell's request that all 
mine workers abstain from visiting sa- 
loons, the Rev. James V. Hussie asked 
all the menibers of the parish to take 
an oath abstaining from the use of in- 
toxicating liquors during the period of 
the strike. Few if any refused. At the 
principal service at 10:30 a. m. every per- 
son in the church, which was crowded, 
stood up and took the oath. At vespers 
the oath was administered to those who 
were not present at the morning serv- 
ices. Father Hussie delivered a strong 
sermon to the mine workers. He told 
them that now that they have’ struck 
they must stand together for the cause. 

All the local trades unions in this re- 
gion met today and decided to stand by 
the miners in their struggle. ~ — 
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DAY OF CALM 
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M AFTER RIOT; 
IMPETUS FOR RELIEF FUND 
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Twelve Hours for Pro- 
tection of City--Re- 
port King Would 
Be Taken. 


A Sunday of calm and qulet followed 
the storm of Saturday, and the scenes 
of wild rioting Saturday night. A déso- 
lation that seemed to rise from the ashes 
of the burned block at Pittsburg settled 
over the entire district. The tramp of 
an occasional sentry and the throng of 
curious sightseers alone disturbed the 
monotony of the day. 

An arrest was made by Deputy Sheriff 
Chastain in connection with the Satur- 
morning riot. He locked up _ Eli 
Sanders, a negro, who is said to have ad- 
mitted he was in the store where Will 
Richardson and his gang were barri- 
Wcaded. He told an officer he was forced 
+ to enter the store, and slipped out of ft 
at 5:30 o’clock Saturday morning. 

Finizy Will Recover. 

Shepard Pinizgy, the negro cabman who 
was shot and was taken to the Grady 
hospital, is doing well, and it is believed 
his wounds will not prove fatal. 

A rumor was started in the city Sdtur- 
day night that the police department was 
out of ammunition. Chief Ball says the 
report is not true. The ammunition ran 
short after the riot, but he quickly re- 
plenished the stock. ; 

Yesterday afternoon a report was cir- 
culated that an attempt would be made 
last night to take the pegro Henry King 
from the Tower and lynch him. King is 
the negro who was in the store with Wil- 
liam Richardson, and who ran out with 
a shotgun argl surrendered. He disclaims 
having fired any of the shots at the 
officers. After he surrendered he was 
made to set fire to the buildings. 

Precautions were taken to prevent a 
mob getting #ito the jail. No effort was 
made, however, to take the prisoner. 

Large crowds visited the scene of the 
riot yesterday. The ruins of the build- 
ings were still smoking, but this did not 
deter the curious from searching the 
debris for sovwvenirs. 

Chief Ball Praised. 

Those who saw Chief Ball are speaking 
in the highest praise of his bravery dur- 
ing the riot. He walked about the scene, 
exposing himself to the bullets, and four 
times he narrowly escaped being shot. 

Adam Woodward, the janitor who drove 
the chief to the place, was close to the 
hog sty in which one of the outlaws was 
killed. He says that bullets fell all about 
him, and he looked every moment for a 
ball to hit him. His horse tried to run 
away, and it was all he could do to hold 
him. 

When the firing began there were thirty 
or forty buggies and wagons in the 
vicinity. Many of the horses took fright 
and ran away. One horse fell into a hole 
and broke his leg. The running horses 
added to the excitement. 

Saturday night the police took §S. A. 
Kerlin and a negro woman in custody for 
the purpose of investigating the cause of 
the riot. Kerlin repeated the story he 
had told a reporter of The Constitution. 
The woman, who claims to own the 
store in which the outlaws were hiding, 
was closely questioned. She disclaimed 
having had any connection with the 4af- 
fair. 

Kerlin and the woman were liberated. 

No further trouble is expected by the 
police, but the men will be kept. on twelve 
hours unfil the excitement has entirely 
subsided. 


RATHBONE’S PLEA IS DENIED

Return Home. 

Havana, May 18.—It was erroneously 
reported that counsel for Estes G. Rath- 
bone, who was convicted of complicity in 
the Cuban posta! frauds, had filed a peii- 
tion for a new trial under the amended 
procedure order issued by Secretary of 
War Root, which was received here yes- 
terday. It transpires that Rathbone’s 
attorney only filed a petition to secure 
the retention of the records and witnesses 
here so that he might be abie to intro- 
duce new evidence under the amended 
rules of procedure. General Wood has 
decided to ignore the demand of Rath- 
bone’s attorney to issue an order to re- 
tain the witnesses 
in the army or government service and 
ean be ordered here, if necessary, after 
their return to the United States. The

Two negroes waylaid and attempted to 
shoot Captain Frank M. McCurdy, of the 
city police force, yesterday morning at’3 
o'clock while he was riding in a buggy 
on West Fair street. 

The captain was out ascertaining if all 
was quiet ‘and orderly, and when he 
reached West Fair _ street, 
Chapell and Walker streets, he heard a 


between 


man say: 
“Yes, that’s him.” 
The next instant the report of a pistol 


rang out. Captain McCurdy drew his re- 


volver ‘as quickly as possible and returned 
the fire. 

Four or five shots were exchanged. Two 
holes were made in the top of the vehicle, 
but Captain McCurdy was unhurt. 

The affair, occurring as it did when the 
police force was on @ nervous strain over 
the fatal riot of Saturday morning, cre- 
ated renewed excitement when reported 
at police barracks. 

Captain McCurdy states that he ‘had rid- 
den out in ithe buggy used by Electrician 
Wrigiht. He left the barracks with Cap- 
tain Thompson. They found everything 
quiet. and Captain Thompson, who had 
been on duty several hours over his time, 
decided to go home and Ouaptain McCurdy 
drove by Captain Thompson's house. 

Passed Dark Place. 

After Captain Thompson had atigthted 
Captain McCurdy started to drive to 
Peters street. He had to pass a dark 
place, where there were many shade trees, 
on West Fair street between Chapel] and 
Walker. He was apprehending no trouble. 

On the block designated there is an 
alley, and from this alley two negroes 
stepped as if they had been waiting for 
the return of the buggy. They had evi- 
dently been discussing whether or not the 
buggy contained a police officer, for Cap- 
tain McCurdy heard one of them say: 

“Yes, that is him.” 

The negroes fired three or four shots, 
and the eaptain fired about as many in 
return. The negroes ‘after firing the shots 
ran into the alley and disappeared. 

One of the bullets fired at the captain 
passed very near his head and the other

Rejoicing of the People Celebrating 
the Change. 


PRESENTS TO GENERAL WOOD 


Silver Service Given Him—His Wife 
Receives Diamonds—Palma At- 
tends Spanish Bail. 


Havana, May 18.—The festivities in cel- 
ebration of the change of government be- 
came general all over the island today. 
In almost every town and village an elao- 
orated programme of popular rejoicing 
had been arramzed. Sunday here, as in all 
Spanish cuntries, is not given over alto- 
gether to religious observances, but 1s 
largely a holiday devoted to recreation 
and amusement. In Havana appropriate 
services were held in the churches this 
morning and high mass was celebrated 
by the archbdishép in the cathedral, where 
the“bones of Christopher Columbus were 
formerly buried, but after mid-day the 
whole city gave itself up to frivolity. 
Games and amusements of all kinds were 
provided, the ‘theaters were open and 
there were horse races, baseball games, 
a circus performance and even #n alleged 
bull fight. The old ruta) bull fights have 
been prohibited since the American Occu- 
pation of the island, ‘but the lovers of tha 
sport are allowed to regale themselves 
with a tame imitation, in which a little 
Cuban bull, with padded horns, essays 
combat with the traditional toreadors, 
picadors and matadors. 

The fashionable sport now is ‘‘jaialai,”’ 
an old basque game racently introduced 
from Spain. It approaches tennis, but 
requires much more skill and activity. 

A gpecial game of ‘“‘jaialai’ ‘by crack 
professionals from Madrid had been ar- 
ranged for this afternoon in honor of 
President-elect Palma, who, with his wife, 
occupied a box. Governor General Wood,

Night Brings on Gayety. 

But it was not until the hot tropical 
sun had set that the gayety reached its 
climax. Then Havana was turned {nto a 
fairy city with light and animation every- 
where. The plazas glowed with myriad 
colored globes, the streets were illumi- 
nated and the air was filled with melody 
from ‘bands stationed at various points. 
>The cafes and restaurants were alive 
wita people, drinking light wines and 
emoking cigarettes, and on the prado, the 
fashionable driveway to the ocean front, 
were moving streams of pedestrians and 
low-wheeled carriages containing dark- 
eyed genoritas enjoying the cool breeze 
from the sea. Over ull was a flood of 
moonlight, transforming the fronts of the 
royal palms into silver and the bulldinzs 
of the ¢ity nestling under the high wall- 
ed fortresss into alabaster, | 

Two big masquerade balls, given by low- 
er class Spanish clubs, were each attend- 
ed by several thousand persons. Pyro- 
technic displays arose from time to time. 

Governor General Wood today took 
breakfast at the Fronton. where the di- 
rectors of the jaialai association present- 
ed him with a magnifieent silver service 
and Mrs. Wood with a diamond ornament. 
At 6 o'clock this evening the merchants 
of Havana marched to the palace in a 
body to bid the governor general fare- 
well and for an thhour he was kept busy 
saying’ ‘‘muchisimas gracias,’ so flatter- 
ing were the compliments bestowed upon 
his administration and so earnest the ex- 
pressions of regret at his departure. 

The cabinet presented General Wood 
with a gold watch, sultably inscribed, and 
the ladies of Havana gave Mrs. Wood a 
silver service, but these are only a few 
of the gifts bestowed upon them. 

This evening a dinner was given by the 
commercial bodies of the city in honor of 
the governor general. ‘

The Outlaws Intended To Kill 
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UT FLED TO MAKE GOOD 


Excitement at the Chamber of Depue 
ties When the Attempt of . the 
Anarchists Was Made 
Known—lIncidents of 
the Ceremonies. 


Madrid, May 18—An anarchist plot 
against King Alfonso has been discov- 
ered and six arrests, including that of 
Gabriel Lepez, an employee of an insur- 
ance company, have been made. Dyna- 
mite cartridges were found on the prem- 
ises where Lopez was arrested. Lopez 
says he received a package of cartridges 
from another anarchist with instructions 
to throw them at the moment of the pas- 
sage of the royal carriage in yesterday's 
procession. 

The discovery of the plot against the 
king is confirmed by the newspapers here, 
It is now seid that nine dynamite car- 
tridges were seized. Further arrests have 
been made and the prisoners include six 
medical students, a printer, a carpenter 
and a mason. 


The captured cartridges are being an- 


alyzed by military authorities. 

According to the newspapers here, the 
police have had an inkling of an an- 
archist plot against the king ‘since last 
March, and in April they discovered an 
anarchist meeting place in a fashionable 
quarter of Madrid. 

Three Andalusian anarchists arrived 
here May 2, and were arrested shortly 
after their arrival. 

After these arrests it was learned that 
Gabriel Lopez, a doorkeeper of an as- 
surance company situated in the Carrera 
San Geronimo, on the route of yester- 
day’s royal procession and near the 
chamber of deputies, had a number of 
cartridges, believed to be of dynamite, tn 
his possession. He was arrested at 9 
o'clock Saturday morning. He ts @ man 
of middle age. 

Lopez-was examined before a magis- 
trate this morning and-.declared that the 
man who gave him the cartridges and 
told him to threw them as the royal 
coach pessed was Francisco Suarez. 

Suarez is noted for the part he played 
in an attempted outrage upon the late 
Canovas del Castillo, seven years ago, 
when he accompanied an anarchist named 
Ruiz, who intended to explode qa bomb 
in Canovas del Castillo’s garden. The 
bomb exploded prematurely, Ruiz Was 
killed and Suarez was badly injured. He 
was committed to prison for seven years 
and has only recently been liberated. Lo- 
pez was confronted yesterday with Suarez 
and accused the latter of giving him 
the dynamite ogrtridges. This Suarez de- 
nied, and both men are detained. 

Four gther men have been arrested fn 
connectfag with the affair. They do not 
deny being anarchists. 

Bouquet from Girls. 

A pretty incident occurred while the 
royal procession was passing through the 
streets of the city. After the royal coach 
left the chamber of deputies, a group of 
young girls approached the carriage and 
one of them offered a bouquet of roses 
and carnations to his majesty, while h®@: 
companion released a number of doves.

The court and the diplomatic represen- 
tatives here aftended the laying of the 
foundation stone of the first monument 
to King Alfonso XII, the father of the 
present king, in the Prado Gardens at 4 
o’clock this afternoon. The ceremony 
was performed by King Alfonso XIII. 

Excitement in: the Chamber. 

The chamber of deputies, where King 
Alfonso yesterday took the oath to up- 
hold the constitution, was filled to its 
utmost capacity. The brilliant uniforms 
of the princes, diplomats and military 
and naval officers, together with the 
toilets of tne ladies, contrasted strange- 
ly with the evening dress of the senators 
and deputies present. The ladies were 
mostly clad in white, their gowns scin- 
tillated with jewels and the diamond 
brooches that fastened their mantillas. 
A solitary ray of sunlight fel] upon the 
central bench of the chamber where 
Generals Blanco, Primo Rivera and Pola- 
vieja were seated. 

At ten minutes of*2 o'clock Senor Vega 
Armijo, the president of the chamber, 
feclared the session opened and a deputa- 
tion of senators and deputies then pro- 
ceeded to the vestibule of the building 
to await the coming of the king. As time 
passed and there was no sign of the 
royal procession, the assemblage began 
to grow impatient. Then high voices, as 
though in a quarrel, were heard from the 
vestibule. A general hubbub ensued, 
This was followed by a profound silence, 
broken in a few moments by several 
) voices saying: “It is notaing.”” But the 
hubbub only subsided to recommence @ 
few seconds later. Then deep anxiety 
seemed to prevail through the hall. Sen- 
ators, princes, deputies and diplomats 
formed in little groups, inquiring what 
the matter was, and suggesting possible 
reasons for King Alfonso’s absence, but 
im agitated tones, showed that the speak- 
ers themselves doubted the reasons they 
advanced. At thls moment Senor Armijo 
was seen in conversation with the duke 
ef Bivona, who had hurriedly entered 
the chamber. The expression on Senor 
Armijo’s face indicated that he was re- 
ceiving & communicatidn of great im- 
pertance. Then, with agitated demeanor, 
Senor Armijo advanced to the front of 
the platform and raised his hand as a 
signal for silence. lt was a most un- 
usual step for the president to address: 
the assemblage at this period of the ses- 
‘ gion and his action produced an imme- 
diate effect. A deep silence fell upon 
the chamber. In a voice filled with emo- 
ticn Senor Armijo said: 

“Be reassured. A madman or a mis- 
creant has attempted an outrage on the 
king. Happily no injury was done. The 
criminal was arrested.” 

When Senor Armijo had concluded a 
general outcry of indignation and protes- 
tation arose. For some moments the dis- 
tinguished personages present seemed to 
have lost th/:r senses. An ordinary tone 
of voice appeared inadequate to express 
their feelings, and shouts alone relieved. 
In the two principal tribunes, and espe- 
clally among the diplomats, consterna- 
tion prevailed. The members of the gov- 
érnment were on their feet and qithered 
in a group, excitedly discussing tne mat- 
ter. The bishops, several of whom were 
. present, stood in another group gesticu- 
lating to each other. Many of the la- 
dies in the gallery rose and moved to- 
ward the doors, as though fearing a 
catastrophe, while senators and depu- 
ties filled the passageways between the 
benches and asked questions which no- 
body answered. 

Arrival of the King. 

But only a few seconds had elapsed 
before the cheers from outside the build- 
ing were heard in the chamber. It was 
the assembled crowd giving an ovation 
to the king, who had arrived, and who 
.entered the hall preceded by the parlia- 
mentary deputatian. As the youthful 
form of his majesty passed between the 
curfains hanging in the doorway at the 
back of the platform and was perceived 
by the occupants of the chamber, all the 
rules of etiquette, which were solemniy 
laid down in the programme, were cast 
to the winds, and the entire asgemblage, 
including the persons in the public ga!- 
teries, sent forth ringing cheer after 
cheer, crying ‘“‘Viva el Rey."” The king 
Was serene of aspect and smiled. and 
bowed in response to the prolonged ova- 
tion. Finally the vociferations subsided 
and the voice of his majesty, was hard 
entinciating coolly and distinctly the tra- 
ditional words, “Be seated.’’ The cere- 
mony then proceeded. 

A touching incident occurred as the 
members of the royal party were leaving 
the hall. All of them had left the cham. 
‘ber with the exception of the king and 
the queen mother, when his majesty ‘tn- 
etinctively stepped aside to permit his 
mother to pass first. But, the regency 
having ended, she would not permit this.

General Davis reports that Datto Ruty 
says he is ready to fight, but General 
Chaffee believes that, although it may 
be necessary to bring this datto to terms, 
his resistance of the American forces 
must necessarily be slight.

They could be surrounded by 
a line of Amé@rican skirmishers who 
would prevent the datto from obtaining 
water, and who could thue force a prac- 
tically bloodless victory in a few days.

SABBATH DAY WAS DISCUSSED 


Views. 


Atlantic City, N. J., May 18.—The quin- 
quennial convention, Independent Order of 
the Free Sons of Israel, met today at the 
Hotel Rudolph with 250 delegates pres- 
ent from all parts of the country. The 
object of the organization is to ‘‘unite the 
Sons of Israel in the interests of com- 
mon humanity, and to spread intelligence 
and enlightenment and more firmly bind 
the ties which unite mankind; to succor 
the distressed and to relieve the needy.”’ 

Grand Master Harburger, in his mes- 
sage, which was read at today’s session, 
states that in the aggregate millions of 
dollars have been dispensed by the order 
in relieving the sick and distressed. 

The following officers were chosen after 
the convention had been called to order 
by Gran@ Master Harburger: William 
Gans, of New York, chairman; E. C. 
Hamburger, Chicago, vice chairman; Her- 
man Steifel, New York, second vice chair- 
man; Simon Cohan, Detroit, third vice 
chairman, and J. H. Goldsmith, New 
York, secretary. d 

The principal work of the day was the 
reading of the annual report of the grand: 
master of the order, Julius Harburger. 
Considerable discussion was indulged in 
privately by the delegates over the ser- 
mon of Dr. Emile Hirsch, of ‘the Israel 
temple, Chicago, in which it is claimed 
he made the suggestion that the Jews 
should adopt the Christian Sunday. The 
sermon and proposition were condemned. 
Judge Julius Harburger, of "New York, 
said: 

‘I am not in favor of any change as 
suggested in the sermon, and I say that 
Dr. Hirsch is too premature in his asser- 
tions. The Sabbath and day of worship 
for the Jews is too well established In 
their belief and doctrines to put them 
aside for moderation arguments, It 
would not be good for the Jews and never 
will be considered seriously.’’ 

School Commissioner Benjamin Blumen- 
thal, of New York, eaid: 

“A minister such as Dr. Hirsch by his 
utterance is a detriment instead of a 
benefit to Judaism. If Dr. Hirsch cannot 
bring Jews together in a city like Chicago, 
it does not stand to reason that it can 
be done in New York, and I will show 
him by the lurge attendance of Jewish 
men at my church that his statement as 
to the Jews’ Sabbath being dead is not 
true. If we have such men as Dr. Hirsch, 
we certainly will meet with déstruc- 
tion.’’ 

Judge E. Hamberger, of Chicago, de- 
fended the proposition, saying: 

“I Believe in anything that will help to 
bring about a day of worship for the Jews. 
At present they have none, I have always 
been a strong reformer. The time must 
come when the change will be made, but 
that time is not near at hand; gut what 
is the difference to God when we pray to 
Him on Saturday or Sunday.” 


WAS VERY SUDDENLY FORMED 


Determinat’.n of Emperor to Present 
Statue to United States. 

Berlin, May 18.—The purpose of Em- 
peror William to give a statue of Fred- 
erick the Great to the United States was 
seemingly quite suddenly formed. Last 
Tuesday evening his majesty was hold- 
ing an informal reception in the court 
box of the new theater at Wiesbaden, 
between the acts of the opera ‘The 
Merry Wives of Windsor,” when he turn- 
ed to Professor Uphues, the sculptor, and 
said: : 

‘“Uphues, I want you-to make another 
statue of Frederick the Great.” 

“T shall te delighted, your majesty,” 
replied the professor. 

This was the first the sculptor had heard 
of the project, and it was apparently the 
first that any one had heard of the em- 
peror’s intention. His majesty then told 
Professor Uphues that the statue was for 
presentation to the people of the United 
States, and his cablegram to President 
Roosevelt on the subject was written and 
sent the next day.

ON SHIPBOARD 


Captain of the Roddam De- 
scribes St. Pierre 
Horror. 


ReD HOT MATTER FELL 
ON PASSENGERS AND CREW 


Clothing of Those on Board Caught 
Fire—Sea Water Was Boiling 
Hot—Water Hissed and Made 
Dense Mass of Va- 


por. 


New York, May 18.—The Norton line 
steamer Etona. arrived here today from 
the River Platte, via St. Lucia, where 
she called fof? bunker coal on May 10. 

‘At St. Lucia, on May 11,”" says Captain 
Cantell, “I went on board the British 
steamer Roddam, which had escaped from 
the terrible volcanic eruption at Mar- 
tinique three days before. The state of 
the ship was enough to show ithat those 
on board must have updergone an awfui 
experience. The Roddam was covered 
with a mass of fine bluish gray dust, or 
ashes, of cement-like appearance. In 
some parts it laid two feet deep on the 
decks. This matter thad fallen in a red- 
hot state all over ithe steamer, and when 
it fell on the men on board burned off 
limbs and large pieces of fiesh. This was 
shown ‘by finding portions of human re- 
mains when the decks were Geared of the 
debris. The rigging, ropes, tarpaulins, 
sails, awnings, etc., were charred or 
burned, and most of the upper stanchions 
and spars had been swept overboard or 
destroyed by fire. Skylights were smashed 
and cabins were filled with volcanic dust. 
The scene of rush was deplorable. 

“I visited the captain of the Roddam 
in the hospital at 8t. Laicta, where he 
gave Me an account of his terrible ex- 
perience. He had- just arrived and 
anchored at St. Pierre, Martinique, on the 
morning of Thursday, May 8. The captain 
was standing near the accorgmodation Jad- 
der talking to tine agent of the vessel, 
who ‘had come on board, when he gaw 
what appeared to bé an enormous black 
cloud, like a wall with patches of fire in 
it, approaching the sea from the land. 
With it came an immense tidal wave of 
bolling water, accom panied a 
and tterrible noise. He shouted, ‘Take 
shelter,’ to the crew. Immediately the 
steamer was caught and tossed over on 
her side, almost capsizing. Darkness fell 
like a pall and volumes of red hot mat- 
ter showered down, while the air was 
thick with sulphurous fumes and dust. 
The sea was a confused mass of boiling 
mud. 

“Fire soon broke out in different parts 
of the ship. Scrdams, groans and shouts 
of agony from the injured people, mingled 
with the terrible noise of boiling water 
and rushing alr, together with the falling 
fire, caused a most horrible confusion and 


frightful din, This shock lasted for a few 
minutes. 


Captain’s Présence of Mind. 

“The captain of the Roddam, knowing 
that his vessel had steam up, ‘and instant- 
ly realizing the necessity of escape, rushed’ 
to the engine room annunciator and sig- 
nalled below to start the engine at full 
speed. The anxious moments, increased 
by his sufferings from burns and agony 
of mind, were “relieved by the vibration 
of the engines 'and the reply from below. 
It happened, fortunately, that although 
the crew had been running off from duty 
at the engines, some of the engineers 
were near by. Tihe terrible tidal wave 
which had swept over the Roddam and 
nearly capsized her had parted the cable 
and the vessel was adrift. When the en- 
gines started it was found that the steer- 
ing gear had become dtabled in some 
Tranner and could not be worked. For 
more than an hour the Ro&dam’s engines 
were worked, backing and going ahead, 
with the hope of bringing ‘her head to- 
ward the sea and away from the land. 
Once she got dangerously near the steam- 
er Roratma. Both vessels were in flames. 
Some of those aboard jumped into the 
boiling water; some fell dying to the deck. 
All thie time the red. ‘thot matter was fall- 
ing and the water was (hissing and steam- 
ing dense masses of vapor. 

“After some time the Roddam’s steering 
gear moved about and enabled the cap- 
tain to hold her out to sea, and: with con- 
siderable difficulty he managed to steer 
her a little distance from,.the land. As 
the air cleared the scene on board the {Il- 
fated Roddam became all the more ghast- 
ly. The ship steamed on through thick, 
hot dust. The screams from the injured 
became more audible. Some rushed fran- 
tically about with their clothes on fire 
and barge pieces of flesh burned from their 
‘arms; others in their agony laid writhing 
in a red hot dust. 

“In about two hours the air became 


gradually clear. An investigation of the 
casualties on board showed that, beside 
the captain, who was frightfully injured, 
only two engineers, two sailors and the 
boatswain were able to do duty. 


Eighteen Corpses on Deck. 

“Fire was still burning about the ~ 
and the rigging was in flames. The cap 
tain decided to try to reach the island 
of St. Lucia, 45 miles distant. This he 
succeeded f) doing by 6 o’clock on the 
evening of May 8. The steamer was diffi- 
cult to handle, owing to the partially dis- 
abled steering gear, which could not be 
tade to work properly. In the time oc- 
cupied on this terrible voyage the ex- 
perience of the survivors was still worse 
than that already gone throwgh. The 
brave captain and his few men fighting 
the fire, exhausted and scalded, strug- 
gled and worked trying to do something 
to assist their dying shipmetes. Those 
working below strived to keep up the 
steam. The captain, suffering the great- 
est agony, succeeded in navigating his 
vessel safely to the port of Castries, St. 
Lucia, with eighteen dead bodies lying 
on the deck and human limbs scattered 
about. A sailor stood by constantly 
wiping the captain’s injured eyes. I 
think the performance of the Roddam’s 
captain was most wonderful, and the 
more so when I saw his pitiful condition. 
I do not understand how he kept up; 
yet, when the steamer arriva€l at St. 
Lucia and medical assistance was pro- 
cured, this brave man asked the doctors 
to attend to the others first, and refused 
to be treated until this was done. 

‘‘My interview with the captain brought 
out this account. I left him in good 
spirits and receiving every comfort. The 
sight of his face would frighten any one 
not prepared to see it. We sailed from

Dull Week With the Trades in Lon- 
don.

London, May 18.—The stock exchange 
was short~on cash and long on stocks 
throughout the past week.. The payments 
for the. new issue of-consols. and settle- 
ment day requirements sent ‘borrowers 
to the Bank of England, while the com- 
bination of the Whitsuntide holidays and 
the conference of the Boer. leaders at 
Vereeningen, Transvaal, dampened al] 
speculative enthusiasm and business was 
almost at a standstil) for the whole week. 
The speech of the colonial secretary, Mr. 
Chamberlain, at Birmingham, was work- 
ed, by the bears for much more than its 
real value and .caused a shading in the 
quotations on consols apd other funds, 
but could not add materially to the gen- 
eral action. 

The settlement disclosed a decided in- 
crease on American account, but this 
principally consisted of the transferring 
of transactions here from New York on 
account of the high rates in Wall street. 
The quotations on home rails improved 
during the week, but without much ac- 
tual trading. Mexican rails were qyite 
depressed on the silveg outlook. South 
Americans were in rather good demand. 

Pending the results of the peace con- 
ference in South Africa, mines were more 
stagnant than ever. — 


The Week in Berlin. 

Berlin, May 18.—During the past week 
the boerse was quite without initiative 
and wholly under the influence of New 
York and London. Transactions con- 
tinued to shrink and quotations were un- 
usually sensitive to the effects of the 
smallest buying and selling orders. This 
inactivity, it is explained in the financial 
reviews, is due to the waiting attitude of 
London regarding the peace negotiations 
in South Africa, and particularly to the 
uncertainty concerning the future move- 
ment of Wall street. The writers in the 
financial reviews continue their gloomy 
forebodings as to an American crash, 
which they say has already had a para- 
lyzing effect on the German boerses. 

The continuance of stiffer money rates 
is partially explained as resulting from 
the American situation and the immediate 
cause is the heavy offerings in bills for 
discount, considerable of which is being 
done for foreign account. Domestic 3 per 
cents held their own up to Saturday, but 
weakened then. 

Industrial securities were without uni- 
form tendency during the week. Coal 
shares were mostly higher, while irons 
were lower. A’ good American report 
buoyed Me quotations of the fatter, but 
this was offset by the publication of a 
plan for. the reorganization of the Dort- 
mund Union Iron Company, by which 
two-fifths of the company’s capital 1s 
written off and lost. With the exception 
of the shares of textile concerns, brew- 
eries and those of some chemical com- 
panies, almost all the other industrials 
were fractionally lower. The shares of 
machinery concerns had a downward 
tendency. The shares of Ludwig, Loewe 
& Co., rifle and machine tool manufac- 
turers, lost 121-2 points. Shares of elec- 
trical companies had a varied tendency 
during the week, 4nd those of the 
Schuket company, of Nuremburg, again 
lost 51-2 points. 


Markets at Manchester. 

Manchester, May °‘18.—Special encour- 
aging features were lacking from the 
cloth market during the past week and 
the depression contingges, The turn-oyer 
was small. There was considerable In- 
dian inquiry. But the offers were most- 
ly not acceptable. The inquiry for China 
was dormant, but ‘An oastonal tnclina- 
tion to meet the views of buyers was 
noticeable. Shippers to some Mediter- 
ranean and South American ports pur- 
chased standard articles more freely dur- 
ing the week.in order to keep up thetr 
supplies. The demands of the home trade 
were fairly satisfactory. 

Yarns were somewhat easier during the 
week and business wag confined chiefly 
to small miscellaneous quantities for 
quick delivery. | 


STRIKE IS ON IN EARNEST 


That Is What National Secretary 
. Wilson Says. 

Indianapolis, Ind., May 18.—National 
Secretary Wilson. of the United Mine 
Workers, who returned today from Ha- 
zleton, Pa., discussing the great miners’ 
strike, says: 

“The strike is on in earnest and will 
be waged by the mén with the greatest 
steadfastness. We are determined to win. 
The men were practically unanimous in 
voting to make the strike. The whole 
district is tiled up now and fully 147,000 
men are out. Only the engineers and men 
needed to run the pumps are working. 
We have no disposition to call them out 
at this time, since if they were taken 
away from work the mines would soon 
fill with water. We are prepared for a 
long, hard fight, if one becomes nec®ssa- 
ry, and have no idea of giving in. We 
hope to win without a hard battle.”’ 

Mr. Wilson declined to talk about the 
probability of a national convention of 
the miners’ delegates being called to 
order to @ general strike of all the bitu- 
minous miners, merely saying that if 
five of the districts should send in a de- 
mand for such a meeting the call will 
be issued frem the national headquarters, 
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St. Lucia on the morning of May 11, and 
at 2 o’clock in the afternoon passed the 
island of Martinique. The weather was 
perfectly clear, and we had a good view 
of that part of the island which had 
suffered by the volcanic eruption a few 
days before. The formation of the island 
is quite altered, and the whole northern 
part, where the town of St. Pierre once 
stood, is covered with a mass of ashes 
and lava. At about 2:30 o'clock, as the 
Etona was passing, the island, a tre- 
mendous upsnoot of smoke and dust took 
place, and in a few moments the ship 
was covered with fine dustlike ceme8t. 
We were about 3 miles distant from the 
island at the time. The ship’s engines 
were put under full speed, and for a time 
considerable afixiety was felt on board. 
For an hour or two the ship was cover- 
ed with dust, and enveloped in a thick 
cloud, and the air was filled with sulphur 
fumes. It must have been another erup- 
tion, apd’ the dust must have been sent 
a@ great distance in the air, hecause it 
traveled agaigst the wind and at a tre- 
mendous rate.” 

The Lamport & Holt steamey Horace 
arrived today from Santos, Rio de 
Janeiro and St. Lucia, and reports that be- 
fore the ship arrived at St. Lucia dust 
began falling in an unaccountaBle man- 
ner. This was on the morning of May 
8. During that day there was a heavy 
thunder and lightning storm. The dust 
became so dense that the crew were 
obliged to turn tbeir backs to it. At one 
time the dust covered the decks to the 
depth of 3 inches. When the dust was 
first noticeable the ship was 125 miles 
from Barbdadoes. Captain Byrne said that 
at the time of sailing from St. Lucis 
very little was known of the details of 
the disaster beyond the account given by 
the Roddam’s crew. :

Presbyterians Occupied Most 
of New York Pulpits 
Yesterday.

SOME ELOQUENT SERMONS 
WERE PREACHED BY THEM 


Dr Van Dyke at Fifth Avenue Church 
Talks About Bight Kind of 
Presbyterianism—Report 
on Sabbath Ob- 
servance. 


New York, May 18.—The pulpits of the 
Presbyterian churches in Greater New 
York were filled for the most part today 
with preachers from other places, all 
of the speakers being in attendance on 
the sessions of the general assembly. 

The Rev. Henry Van Dyke, D. D., 
the newly elected moderator of the as- 
sembly, preached the assembly sermon 
at the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian 
church. This is the largest Presbyterian 
church in the country and its capacity 
was taxed. Dr. Van Dyke was intro- 
duced by the Rev. J. Ross Stevenson, 
D. D., the new pastor of the church. 

The moderator’s sermon was an appeal 
to Presbyterians to come from behind 
their denominational barriers and do 
battle for God. 

“There is good fighting,” he said, ‘‘all 
along the line, on Fifth avenue, as well 
as on the lower east side.’ 

Dr. Yan Dyke's sermon was from the 
text beginning: “I am ‘the door.” In one 
part of it he said: 

“Christ is the door of faith. There is 
no advance in religious knowledge ex- 
cept through Him. There is no revision 
of creeds, save that to which He leads. 
Without Him there may~be change, but 
the only possible improvement is to tune 
the music of our faith more closely to 
the keynote of His name. Every for- 
ward movement must be through Christ. 
His word is our chart. His spirit is our 
guide. His person is our star. Our mot- 
to is: ‘Not a new gospel, but more gos- 
— 

Again Dr. Van Dyke said: 

“Faith tn Christ rewrites the old motto 
of the French revolution. Not ‘liberty, 
equality, fraternity,’ but first fraternity, 
which lifts men into equality and fits 
them for liberty. Faith in Christ makes 
us acknowledge brotherhood with all 
who are trying to cast out devils and 
heal the -sick, whether they follow us or 
not. Faith in Christ says:. ‘He that is 
not against us is for us.’ I have no con- 
fidence in that sort of Christianity which 
will not join hands with an honest He- 
brew to relieve suffering and enlighten 
ignorance. I have no confidence in that 
kind of Protestantism which refuses to 
take hold of one end of a litter in which 
a wounded man is lying because a Ko- 
man @atholic has hold of the other end. 
I have no confidence in that kind of 
Presbyterianism which lives in hostility 
and hatred toward Christians having 
other creeds and forms of worship. I 
have no confidence in that kind of a 
church which resemble@ a priviate re- 
ligious club) caring only for the comfort 
and respectability of its members, un- 
reasonably sure of its own salvation 
and unreasonably indifferent to the sal- 
vation of the world. 

“T believe in that /Presbyterilanism 
which is evangelical and evangelistic, 
which loves the old gospel so much that 
it cannot keep it to 
.£has_ no. rivalry with any other -church, 
except to try who can do the most 
good in the world. I belleve in a church 
which goes out through Christ, and 
with Christ, to s8seek and save the lost. 
I believe in a Christianity which is giv- 
ing, forgiving, symputhizing, self forget- 
tng and therefore Lappy life of ministry 
to the souls »f others. And I believe that 
the perfection and everlasting continua- 
tion of that life is the joy of heaven.” 


Against Sunday Golf. 


Three large gatherings were held dur- 
ing the day. At one of these the report 
on Sabbath observance presented to the 
assembly was discussed. The report had 
come out flat-footed against Sunday 
golf, Sunday excursions, Sunday travel- 
ing and nearly every other form of ac- 
tivity on Sunday not absolutely neces- 
sary. The committee criticised the enter- 
tainments given Prince Henry of Prus- 
sia on the several Sundays during his 
recent visit to this country. 

The Rev. D. W. Moffat, president of 
the Washington-Jefferson college, said 
he did not find fault with motormen and 
conductors for working on Sunday, nor 
with their employers, but with public 
sentiment which allows and even de- 
mands this xind of Sunday labor. 
Sometimes I think,’’ said the doctor, 
“that after all, we shall have to look 
to the labor unions for the remedy. They 
could demand no Sunday work. They 
won on a shorter hour day.”’ 

The Rev. Dr. Richard 8. Holmes, 
Pittsburg, said: 

“Tl am not in favor of an ecclesiastical 
Sabbath, but it seems to me that what 
people need is a day of relief from the 
eternal hustle, one day out of seven, 
to get acquainted with their families.” 

The Rev. Dr. Hathaway, secretary of 
the Sabbath Union, accused the com- 
mission to the general assembly of not 
being strict on Sunday observance them- 
selves. He said he had noticed there 
were some ministers who filled pulpits 
in this city this morning and in com- 
munities fifty miles away at night. He 
added, “and there are at least 10.100 
professed Christians playing golf this 
very minute in the vicinity of this city. 
Pray for them.”

WILL DISCUSS PRILIPPINES 


Senate Time Wiil'Be Taken Up This. 
Week on the Bill. 


BACON TO SPEAK AGAINST IT 


In the House Naval Bill Will Be Fin- 
ished and Immigration Restric- 
tion Follows. 


~ Washington, May 18.—The entire time 
of the senate for the present week will 
be devoted to the Philippine government 
bill and there is no reason for changing 
previous predictions thatgthe debate upon 
that measure will be practically com- 
pleted before the close of the week. The 
fact that there will be an adjournment 
of the senate covering next Saturday, in 
order to permit that body to participate 
in the unvelling of the Rochambeau 
Statue, probably will have the effect of 
postponing the final vote until the fol- 
jowing Monday or Buesday. There is, 
however, no longer doubt in any quarter 
that the minority will permit a vote as 
soon as the debate on the bil] shall be 
exhausted. Under the present arrange- 
ment the bill will occupy most all the 
time of the senate this week, and the 
prospect is again the sandwiching In of 
much other business. Speeches in sup- 
port of the bill are promised by Senators 
Burrows, Dolliver and Spooner, and in 
opposition to it by Senators Hoar, Bacon, 
Patterson and others. 

After finishing the naval bill this week 
the house will take the bill reported from 
the committee on foreign affairs relating 
to passports. Under special order a bill 
for the restriction of immigration will 
be taken up, and it is expected will cause 
quite a lively debate. There ts also a 
prospect of taking up the Hil! bill relat- 
ing to subsidiary coinage. This measure 
will be strongly antagonized by the mi- 
ndrity and may precipitate a discussion 
of the currency question. Early-in the 
week the committee on rules will hold a 
meeting to decide whether or not time 
shall be given for the consideration of 
the bill for a Pacific cable.

Officers Tom Moore and Morris 
chased Wylie out Fifteenth street, and 
as he ran the fugitive would turn and 
fire at his pursuers. One of the bullets 
struck Morris in the leg, inflicting a 
painful wound. 

Officer Moore continued the chase out 
into Linwood, and finally cornered the 
negro in an outhouse at the residence 
Of Engineer Kell. The officer followed 
the negro on into the house and cap- 
tured him without the exchange of any 
further shots. 

Crowd Chases a Negro. 

About midnight Jim Gammage, a ne- 
gro, who, it is claimed, was beating his 
wife, causeG excitement on First avenue, 
between Seventh and Eighth streets. 
The negro lives in an outhouse in the 
rear of a residence. The cries of the 
woman aroysed the neighborhood. 

Gammage went out into the street 
and a crowd took after him. The shouts 
aroused other people, and citizens ran 
to their doors with shotguns and pistols. 
One or two shots were fired at Gam- 
mage, but he was uninjured. His cap- 
ture was effected by three policemen. 

A good-sized crowd gathered and there 
was considerable excitement, there be- 
ing some doubt at first as to whether 
his victim was white or colored.

Trustees to Discuss Retaining Sys- 


tem of College Honors. 

Oxford, Ga., May 18.—(Special.)—Dur- 
ing the coming commencement of Emory 
college, the trustees will meet to vote 
on many questions of vital interest to 
the people throughout the state. 

As has been expected for two or three 
years, the trustees of the college will, 
this year, decide whether or not there 
shall be retained the system of college 
honors in use at present. While some 
friends of the institution are heartily ‘n 
favor of-the system of honors used Rere- 
tofcre, the whole faculty, to a man, is 
very much against any system and will 
recommend to the board of trustees .to 
abolish all honors. Dr. Dowman, pres- 
ident of the college, wil] make a speech 
to the board in favor of doing away 
with honors and the general opinion 
throughout the college body and faculty 
is that after this year Emory college 
will follow in the footsteps of the larger 
institutions of the country and do away 
with all college honors. Dr. Dowman 
has for the last few weeks been in com- 
munication with all the large institutions 
of the country concerning some system 
of marking to be instituted instead of 
the present system, which wilf no dounht 
be done away with along with honors. 

Great interest is being taken in the 
praparation for breaking ground for the 
new $39,000 science he({l. At a recent 
meeting of the faculty the desire was 
expressed to have the laying of the cor- 
ner stone of this building during com- 
mencement, largely because it would en- 
able the f#rustees and directors of the 
college to take part in the exercises, 
which are going to be quite elaborate. 

This building, a picture of which has 
been previously published exclusively in 
this paper, will be erect@d at the north- 
east end of the quadrangle, and will 
fill up the present Hine of buildings around 
the campus, making it one of the most 
beautiful in the country. 

The faculty recently ruled that com- 
mencement of Emory college will last 
only from Saturday, June 7, until Wed- 
nesday, June 11. Commencement here- 
tofore has lasted one day longer, draw- 
ing the exercises out too long, hence the 
above change. For the first time in the 
history of the college, the graduating 
class will wear the regulation cap and 
gown, fecently adopted by all the larger 
tnstitutions of the south. This fact: 
will no doubt be noted with much inter- 
est through the state as the classes of 
the last four years have tried to intro- 
duce the custom. 

In athletics during the past year, Em- 
ory is proud of her record. Football, 
for the first time in four years, was per- 
mitted by the college authorities, and the 
quality of the game shown here was re- 
markable, considering the greenness of 
the material. The college body has pe- 
titioned the faculty to allow them to 
send a track team to the next meet of 
the Southern Collegiate Association. 
There will be an abundant supply of 
good track material here next year, 
and as shown by the records at tha 
last fleld day. the college can no doubt 
make an excellent showing.

‘The true cause of the separation was 
never made public until brought out yes-

Easley’s father and mother were half 
breeds, Indian and negro bloofi being 
mixed. They were born in Kentucky and 
sola apart during slavery days, both 
Mbranches of the family finally drifting to 
Mississippi, whére the children came toe 
gether and were married. Their seven 
offsprings were all weak-minded, and the 
plaintiff in the chancefy suit was former- 
ly an inmate of the insane hospital. The 
relationship of the parerits is now a mat- 
ter of official record in the chancery court 
proceedings, and forms what is perhaps 
the most remarkable story in the civil an- 
nals of the state.

Albany, Ga., May 18.—(Special.)—Waikk 
it is unquestionably true that the fruit 
crop in southern Georgia will be short 
ithis summer, it is equally certain that 
there will be a splendid yield of water- 
melons and cantaloupes unless future 
weather conditions should prove unusually 
harmful. 

Albany ships more watermelons and 
cantaloupes than any point in Georgia, 
and is the geographical and railroad cen- 
ter of the melon district. As regards this 
season's acreage, it is probably increased 
in cantaloupes and decréased in water- 
melons. The increase of the former crop 
is, from all reports, about 10 per cent, and 
a 10 per cent reduction of the watermelon 
acreage is reported. This means that the 
total acreage is about the same as that 
of last year, though there ts a slightly dif- 
ferent proportion between the two crops. 

The condition of the vines at this time 
is all that could be desired. Protracted 
rains early in the season caused many 
seed to rot or mildew in the ground, but 


enough sprouted to provide a good stand, 


and weather conditions have since been 
ideal. The vines could not be in better 
condition than they now show, and the 
prospects are bright for a splendid crop. 
The plants are hardy and tough, and this 
is an indication accepted by growers that 
the melons will be large and well flavored, 
There are large plantings around Albany, 
One firm alone having nearly 2,000 acres of 
watermelons ‘and cantaloupes under cul- 
tivation.

General Su- 
perintendent Forbes stopped the regular 
Beeville train at Goliad and turned it 
back to Victoria, bringing in on the re- 
turn trip six doctors. Another train came 
later from Cuero with a number of phy- 
siclans and dozens of nurses and many 
citizens. 

High Wind at Austin. 

Austin, Tex., May 18.—While all Texas 
seemed to be storm-swept today, the ter- 
ritory immediately to the west of this } 
city was especially badly damaged by the 
high winds. Walters Park, a small ham- 
let 14 miles to the northwest of this city, 
was badly damaged. something like three 
score or me houses being blown down 
and many trées uprooted.

LE FROM STRIKE - 


ANTICIPATED BY SPENCER 


Savannah, Ga., May 18.—(Special.)— 
President Samuel Spencer, of the South- 
ern railway, who was in Savannah today, 
was asked about the coa! supply of that 
system in the event the strike of the 
coal miners should extend to the south. 
He answered that he felt no apprehen- 
sion on this score, as he does not believe 
that the strike movement will extend to 
Tennessee and Alabama, the states from 
which the Southern railway draws coal 
supply. President John M. Egan, of the 
Central of Georgia Railway Company, 
was also seen about the situation. “I 
do not believe,’ he said, ‘“‘that the sup- 
ply of the southérn railway and steam- 
ship companies is threatened. The strike 
is confined to the anthracite workers and 
it may not extend to those employed in 
the bituminous mines. Even if it should, 
however, I have doubts gs to whether the 
situation would prove embarrasging for 
the southern railway lines and coal con- 
sumers. A number of the mines in this 
section are worked by convict labor, and, 
of course, a strike could not affect tlq:m. 
Such mines will continue in operation, 
even though all others in the country 
should shut down ‘for lack of workers. 
There are other mines where free labor 
is employed, and, I have no doubt, the 
union senffment is strong among the 
miners. It is by no means, jowever, a

would respond to a call for a strike.” 

No alarm among coal consumers or 
dealers has been expressed here as yet 
and there has been no movement started 
for the protection of dealers in the event 
the strike should extend to the southern 
source of supply.

Thompson, of the Southern railway, At- 
or Jack- 
sonville, whe President Spencer said, 
he will hold a conference tomorrow with 
the officials of the Atlantic Coast line, 
who are on a tour of inspection of the 
Plant system, to consider the Southern’s 
trackage rights that will exist on and 
after July 1, when the Plant system will 
pass over to the Atlantic Coast line. 

“I will discuss these questions of track- 
age with the Coast Line offictals,” said 
‘Mr. Spencer, ‘and the arrangement 
whereby the Southern will operate its own 
trains over the Plant system into Jack- 
sonville will be made. I1 do not think 
this opération of trains will begin on 
July 1, but probably some time later. 
This arrangement gettlies all speculation 
as to whether the Southern will bDutld 
into Jacksonville. The Soutbern is s@at- 
isfied with this plan. There was_never a. 
strong probability that the uthern 
would build its own line to Jacksonville, 
though there was some talk about an 
extension {nto Savannah.

Since 1785 the national.government 
of this country has set apart to the 
benefit of educational funds more pub- 
Mc Jands than there Bre acres in Great 
Britain. The fact is scarcely realiza- 
ble by the mind and yet « is the truth. 
The greater part of the benefits | 
arising fro~ this tremendous liberali- 
ty has gone to the new states formed 
from the Louisiana purchase and those 
organizéd from territories farther 
- west and northwest. Travelers in 
those states often wonder at the ap- 
t extravagance with which the 
est. 


beautiful architecture and costly ‘mod- 
ern equipments. They do ngt at first 
understand such zeal for the advance- 
ment of public education, but all is 
made plain when they learn that the 
work is done with the proceeds of 
schoof land sales, or of bonds based 


ues of such lands. Thus have these 
commonwealths been lavishly endow- 
ed with educational funds by the lib- 
eral policy of the people through the 
medium of the national government 
and the use of the public domain. 

It is now felt by a great many edu- 
cational leaders in the country that 
the time for reciprocity, or the equali- 
zation of educationa] bounties, has 
arrived. In many of the older states 
where no public lands were set apart 
for the endowment of common schools 
there exist percentages of illiteracy 
that ought ¢o be speedily and radi- 


; 
cally reduced. Yet the people of those 


states are not able to bear the burden 
of taxation that would follow thd ex- 
pansion of their. publi¢d school systems 
to the full measure of their needs. 
The faflure of congress nearly twen- 
ty years ago to pass the Blair educa 
tional bill was a lamentable sacrifice 
of wise statesmanship to mere tradl- 
tional sentiment. By that folly the 
south especially was sadly damaged 
and her educational equality with 
younger states in the west set back by 
the lifetime of one generation, if not 
many. Now, however, more sensible 
views of the subject-matter ‘prevail, 


and it is recognized that what remains 


of the public lands of the nation should 
be devoted to the caure of popular ed- 
ucation in those localities where the 
largest lagk of literacy is found. We 
do not need to be told that such lack 
is largest in the south. 

The problem of popular education is 
the one that presses most heavily up- 
on us who have had the equal educa- 
tion of the colored race to deal with. 
The impoverished states of the south 
have struggled heroically to carry 
forward the work of establishing and 
operating public schoqls for both races 
with the taxes almost wholly paid by 
the white people. The results thus 


jhardly achieved glready are marvel- 
]ous to all who have taken the pains 


to study them in the light of the ac- 
tual facts. 

Public men in all sections of the 
land are now realizing that the south 
needs help to carry this burden and 
to solve the pressing problem of illit- 
eracy. The nation has yet some 600,- 
000 acres of public lands that might be 
devoted to educational endowments. 
Wisely used, the funds arising from 
their gradual sale would ultimately 
wipe out tue illiteracy of the nation. 
And the proposal to so use those funds | 
by distributing them to the states in 
proportion to the statistics of illiteracy 
is rapidly growing in favor with the 
friends of popular education. 

There is no me@sure that we now 


sensibly benefit the south than this 
one, and we hope it will be pressed in 
season and vut of season until it is 
realized in law and in fact.

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Tomorrow in Cuba. 

Tomorrow the government of the 
island of Cuba is to be formally hand- 
ed over by General Leonard Wood, 
as the representative of the United 
States, to President Estrada Palma, 
as the president’of the new republic 
of Cuba. The event will mark the ful- 
fillment of the obligation this nation 
voluntarily assumed when it inter- 
vened in the Hispano-Cuban war in 
1898. We then said it was our pur- 
pose to secure the pacification of the 
island and then turn it over to the 
sovereignty and control of its own 
people. 

It is a unique and historic matter to 
thus see a nation redeem its great 
promise, not only to the letter, but 
vastly beyond the actual stipulation. 
For we have not only pacified the 
country, but have reconstructed it, 
organized its functions in general and 
local administrations, taught its peo- 
ple the lessons of our hundred-and-a- 
quarter years’ of experience and start- 
ed them into national life adequately 
equipped and absolutely unburdened 
by debt. 

It will be claimed in some captious 
quarters, perhaps, both in this coun- 
try and in Cuba, that we have put the 
new nation in leading strings by the 
imposition of the Platt requirements. 


| But those who know the Cuban people, 


their present conditions and future 
perils as a neophyte nation, under- 
stand the supreme necessity and wis- 
dom of those requisitions. They are 


of security and defense to Cuba than 
they are of practical advantage to the 
United States. They mark a deed of 
benevqlence on our part toward Cuba 
second only to our act of going to her 
rescue successfully in the critical hour 
of her extremity with Spain. 
Beginning with tomorrow’s meridian 
the people of Cuba enter fully and re- 
sponsibly upon the experiment of self- 
government.

The opponents in and out of con- 
gress of the administration bill for the 
government of the Philippine ‘islands 
are berated by its advocates for ob- 
structing its passage. We are told 
that every day the bill is delayed the 
real object we profess is postponed— 
namely, the preparation of the Filipi- 
nos to exercise and enjoy the real sub- 
stance of home rule and practical 
American independence. 

It boots nothing to the imperialists 
that a large and respectable part of 
the people object to the colonialism 
that is embodied in the scheme and 
that it is modeled after the most im- 
perial forms employed in similar en- 
terprises by the monarchial govern- 
mehkts of Burope. We are blandly told 
that some form of “limited imperial- 
ism” is absolutely required by the 
situation; that the character of the 
Filipinos, their conditions and necessi- 
ties, make it wise and altogether ex- 
pedient that they be governed for an 
indefinite t#me after an autocratic 
fashion that is repugnant to our tra- 
ditional ideas of what is republican 
or democratic. 

The issue thus tendered is one upon 
which the people have not yet had full 
and fair opportunity to express their 
| desires and it is the purpose of the 
republican imperialists to drive it 
through congress before an appeal can 
be made to the people to either ap- 
prove or condemn it. 

While in the pending debates in 
congress much may be heatedly said 
that is not germane exactly, and often 
wide of the real mark, yet the oppo- 
nents of the measure are clearly right 
in fighting its adoption with every 
means that they can legitimately em- 
ploy. The bill is vicious in the ex- 
treme, and;no effort should be spared 
by anti-imperialist democrats and re- 
publicans to defeat it. The govern- 
ment now extant in the Philippines, 
ragged and inept as it is, can be bet- 
ter tolerated awhile longer than sup- 
planted by the un-American imperialist 
scheme embodied fn the bill.

Washington, May 1&—(Speciagl.)—The 
‘‘“broncho buster’ in’ the white house is 
pictured by some of his friends as be- 
coming very restive under the situation 
in the senate. He is chafing under the 
continuance of the debate on the Philippine 
bill, and 1s represented as believing that 
some of the honorable republicans of the 
senate are inclined to give him and his 
administration what Chicago would call 
“the dinky~dink.”” He wants the republi- 
ean leaders to walk acrose the aisle, grab 
the democrats by the napes of their sev- 
eral necks, throw them bodily out of the 
capitol and then put through the Philip- 
pines bill and the Cuban reciprocity dill 
while the maimed and bleeding democrats 
are on the way to the Emergency hospital 
in embulances. That’s the way he likes 
to see things done, and because Allison 
and Aldrich and Hale do not see their 
way clear to follow those methods he_is 
doubting their ‘‘loyalty.”’

Not Altogether ‘“‘Loile.’’ 

But the president is not altogefher 
wrong when he suspects some leading re- 
publican senators with lack of loyalty to 
some of the administration measures. 
There is absolutely no enthusiasm among 
these men in support of the Cuban pro- 
gramme. Senator Lodge and Senator 
Platt, of Connecticut, who are the most 
active advocates of the Cuban reciprocity 
bill, have begun to *realize that thetr 
measure is gschedwied for pretty hard 
Sledding before they can hépe to get it 
through congress. They had expected to 
ibe able to shove it in ahead of the canal 
bill, which, atcording to the senate mro- 
gramme, comes wp after the Philfppines 
bill is disposed of, but they have found 
that the advocates of the canal and the 
opponents of the Cuban bill will act to- 
gether to prevent such a change in the 
programme. It ig certain that the canal 
bill will occupy the attention of the 
senate for a good while. It is impossible 
to ‘believe that any canal bill can ‘be pass- 
ed except after several weeks of debate. 
After that the hot weather will have set 
in and about the only point of agreement 
between republicans and democrats in 
congress is cuncerning the unpleasant- 
ness of work in Washington in mid-sum- 
mer. They will all be in a mood to get 
away and may be willing to drop the Cu- 
ban bi even in the face of the threat of 
an extra session. 

The president is considerably disgusted 
with the situation In the senate, for he 
hag made the Cuban bill the one distinc- 
tive measure of his administration. Other 
people who are disconcerted somewhat Dy 
the conditions are those who have been 
prophesying an early adjournment. The 
president has been counting on getting 
away from Washington the latter part of 
June, transferring the seat of empire to 
the historic village of Oyster Bay. There 
are some wise men here who are now 
beginning to talk about congress being 
in seasion unti] the first of August. 


Two Billions Per Congress? 

Republican leaders are threatened with 
a “billion dollar session,” unless an early 
adjournment of congress is reached. In 
looking over’ the anpual money Dills 
which have passed the house and sen- 
ate during the present session it will be 
found that the appropriations already 
made aggregate something in the neigh- 
borhood of $725,000,000. This does not in- 
clude all of the general appropriation 
bills, for €ome of the latter have not yet 
been acted upon by the senate and 
Others are still in conference. 

A few years ago the party in power 
was seriously troubled with the charge 
of bringing on a “billion dollar con- 
gress,’’ which includes two sessions. 
Now the prospect that the appropriations 
for the present session may foot up to 
a billion of dollars fills the administra- 
tion leaders with alarm and makes them 
anxious to bring about an adjourn- 
ment as soon as possible. A distinguished 
republican senator, who is directly in- 
terested in the consideration of the ap- 
propriation bills, expressed great sur- 
prise when informed to what extent the 
treasury is being drawn upon by the 
present congress. 

“It will be disastrous, from a party 
standpoint, if we have to go before the 
country at the fall elections with a rec- 
ord of having expended a Dillion dollars 
during one session of congyess. We have 
been condemned before for appropriat- 
ing a billion dollars during two sessions 
and our democratic opponents will not be 
slow to take advantage of fixing upon 
us the responsibility for making such an 
unprecedented raid upon the treasury at 
one session. We have been very gen- 
erous in our expenditures both at home 
and abroad, and some of the appropria- 
tions are undoubtedly open to criticism. 
Unless we put the breke on at once 
and shut down on the outflow of money 
from the treasury we will find ourselves 
confronted by a deficit instead of an 
increasing surplus in the treasury.” 

Are There Sinster Motives? 

This spasm of economy on the part of 
certain republican leaders is said to be 
insincere. It is openly charged that the 
real object is to kill off the river and 
harbor appropriation bill, which carries 
about $70,000,000, and to ward off definite 
legislation in behalf of the isthmian ca- 
nal project. The same argument will be 
advanced to defeat the passage of the 
ship subsidy bill in the house. It was 
out of consideration for the condition of 
the treasury, that “Uncle Joe’’ Cannon 
hesitated about following the senate in 
its generous contribution of $500,000 to 
the West Indian sufferers.

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CAMPAIGN IN SOUTH CAROLINA 
WILL BE HOTTEST IN YEARS

Washington, May 18.—(Special.)—There 
is now no doubt that Senator Tillman will 
take an active part in ‘the coming cam- 
paign in South Carolina, or that the Pal- 
metto State is going to have one of those 
red-hot contests that delight its citi- 
zens.

—there was a general understanding 
among Senator Tillman's friends that fe 
would not figure in the coming contest 
in any save a general sort of way, but 
within the period mentioned the condi- 
tions have changed in many particulars 
and now ik is certain that the ol@ re- 
Hable pitchfork will be put into operation 
in characteristic fashion. 

Manning Speech Stirred Things. 

The senator's speech at Manning, in 
which he pam his respects to some of 
his critics. seems to have stirred things 
up throyghout the state. The subsequent 
action of Senator McLaurin in acknow!l- 
edging that he could not go into the dem- 
ocratic primaries as a candidate for re- 
election has served to draw the lines in 
a& way to bring some changes. Several of 
the anti-Tillman newspapers of the state 
seem now to be with their old enemy in 
his fight for democracy and democratic 
principles, but the ultra anti-Tillman pa- 
pers ‘that have received support from 
Senator McLaurin and hijs followers are 
waging the old bitter and relentless war- 
fare against Tillman and his leutenants 
all along the line. Representatives Lat- 
imer and Talbert, ex-Governor John Gary 
Evans and other lesser lights are getting 
their share of gbuse and ‘the old polit- 
ical ‘wounds that most people thought 
were entirely healed are being probed and 
opened up in a way that will make the 
approaching campaign one of the hottest 
since 1890, - 

Senator McLaurin seems to have ac- 
cepted the situation with compiacency so 
far as hé himself is concerned, doubtless 
hooking forward to what the republican 
administration is to do for him when his 
term in the senate expires.

AN ACCURATE SHOT WAS 
DESPERADO RICHARDSON 
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PAST TRAGEDIES RECALLE 


BY SHOOTING OF OFFICERS 


HE tragedies in the city police de- 

partment are forcibly recalled by the 

tragic deaths of Patrolmen Tom 
Grant and Ed Crabtree, who were shot 
to death in the riot on McDaniel street 
Saturday morning. 

There have been many members of the 
police force who have given up their lives 
in the defense of their duty, and others 
have been killed by accident. 

Within the past three years six police- 
men have met their deaths at the hands 
of assassins, In not a single case has 
the murderer been brought to justice. 

The first tragedy recorded was ‘the kill- 
ing of one of the marshals during the 
war. Marshal Tom Shivers was shot to 
death by Whit Anderson, afterwards 
himself a marshal, in front of a saloon on 
Whitehall street near the railroad cross- 
ing. Anderscn was home from the war, 
where he had been wounded. On the night 
prior to the killing Anderson and Marshal 
Shivers quarreled over a game of cards, 
and the marshal struck Anderson in the 
face with a pistol. After the’ difficulty 
Marshal Shivers said to Anderson: 

“Knowing you to be a brave man, An- 
derson, I suppose I will see you again?” 

Pointing a finger at him from which the 
blood was dripping, Anderson replied: 

“Just as sure as I live I will see you 
tomorrow.” 

And on the morrow they met in front of 
a saloon on Whitehall street and both 
began firing at sight. Marshal Shivers 
fell upon the sidewalk dead. 

Whit Anderson was afterwards elected 
marshal during the war, and some vears 
after the war he was reelected. He was 
also a deputy sheriff several] years. He 
moved from Atlanta about ten years ago 
and died in Lumpkin county. 

It was only a few years after the war 
when Policeman Dan Rogan was shot 
and killed by William Johnson in the lat- 
ter’s house. Just what the shooting was 
about was never definitely ascertained. 

Detective Bill Jones, known as the 


| 


“Swamp Fox,” who now resides in At- 
lanta, accidentally shot and killed Patrol 


man Pat Lynch at the old police barracks | 


on Pryor street in 1874 or ’75. Jones laugh- 
ingly told Lynch to “look out,” and’ in 
the next instant the hammer of his pis- 
tol struck upon a portion of an iron 
cage and the weapon @as discharged 
and Lynch was killed. 

About ten years ago Patrolman Robert 
Goodson was accidentally shot and killed 
by a brother officer who is now a mem- 
ber of the force. A pistol was accidenta!l- 
ly discharged and the bullet struck the 
stone pavement in the etreet, glanced and 


killed Goodson, who was nearly 50 yards | 


down the atreet. 

In the summer of 1897 Patrolman R. lL. 
Albert was assassinated by two men on 
Broad street while he wae patrolling his 
beat about daylight {in the morning. A 
negro was convicted as being implicated 
in the killing and is serving a life term 
in the penitentiary. 

In the fall of 1897 Patrolman T. J. Pon- 
der was shot and killed by a burglar 
whom he had caught in a store on Wall 
street opposite the union depot. No eye 
witnesses to the tragedy were ever found, 
although the crime was committed in the 
heart of the city and at 6 o’clock in the 
afternoon. The reports of the pistols 
were heard and Ponder was found lying 
upon the floor dying and unable to speak. 
Arrests were made and there was a sen- 
sational trial, but the guilty persone were 
never caught. 

Carl Millis was elected on the force and 
two days later he was waylaid and shot 
to death in an alley running off White- 
hall street. 

In West End, Patrolman Ed DeBray 
was shot to death about a year ago. A 
negro tolled him into a trap whereby he 
was murdered. 

James M, Duncan was shot and killed 
by his wife a few months ago. 

To this list is added the tragic deaths 
of.Patrolmen Grant ang Crabtree, who 
were murdered by negro outiaws on Sat- 
urday morning last,

‘Al- 
though there were four votes for it, the 
board decided that unless the action was 
unanimous it could have no good effect.

The 
foundations are being laid and a nymber 
of workmen are employed on it. 

The plant of the Oglesby Lumber and 
Manufacturing Company is nearing com- 
pletion and will be started up about the 
middle of next month. The plant is a 
large and up-to-date saw mill and plan- 
ing mill, equipped with all the latest 
conveniences, and will bring several hun- 
dred people to Quitman. 

Within the last three years the manu- 
cactarng interests of the town have 
greatly increased, among the new enter- 
prises being a hundred thousand dollar 
yarn mill, an ice factory. a broom fac- 
ory, a steam laundry, an oil mill and a 
arge saw mill.

' ' sounded the death knell of four 


men in the fight in Pittsburg Saturday 
morning, proved himself a marksman of 
extraordinary ability. 

Nearly every time his winchester 
barked blood flowed and when he got a 
good glimpse of his victim, a life fol- 
lowed the trail of the bullet. 

Since boyhood Richardson has had the 
reputation of being a splendid shot with 
the rifle and so well was his prowess 
known that during the Christmas turkey 
shoots held in the negro settlement just 
outside the city Hmits, he was usually 
barred from entering. The best shots 
in that section refused to meet him on 
equal terms on such occasions and if he 
did manage to enter the lists in a con 
test for a fat gobbler it was only when 
he agreed to give such a handicap that 
his opponents considered they had some- 
thing like a show to win. 

His favorite weapon in these shoots 
was a winchester rifie and at exceedingly 
long range it seemed but child’s play for 
him to ‘snip’ off the head of the turkey 
and thus provide himself with material 
for a Christmas dinner. Those who have 
seen him. upon these occasions declare it 
was nothing unusual for Richardson te 
take up his stand at a good distance from 
the box in which the bird was held cap- 
tive, with its head and part of the neck 
just showing above the top of the crate, 
hold his gun straight in the air, drop it 
carelessly into the hollow of his arm and 
shoot the head off the turkey as the rifle 
fell into position. 

Negro a Dead Shot. 

Thomas Powell, a farmer residing in 
Adamsville district, says he has known 
Richardson for the past twenty-five 
years and regarded him as an unusually 
fine marksman, 

‘‘He was the best squlrrel hunter I ever 
saw,’ said Mr. Powell, ‘‘and could bring 
down game at long range. From boy 
Tiood he has been handy with a gun. I 
always regarded him as a dead shot." 

Richardson, :from all accounts, was not 
a stranger to the law. He was indicted 
for perjury about two years ago and, on 
another occasion, was indicted on e@ 
charge of being a receiver of stolen 
goods. Deputy Sheriff Jones was given 
the warrant for his arrest in the perjury 
case and was warned to take another 
nan with hfm, as Richardson was gen- 
erally regarded as a desperate character. 
Accordingly Jones did not go alone, and 
as it was necessary to arrest several 
other negroes in Pittsburg at the same 
fime, it was deemed advisable to get 
Richardson first. 

Deputy Sheriff Jones went into the 
front of the store and his companion 
went around to the rear door, entering 
from that direction. Richardson was in 
another room, but when he heard the 
deputy sheriff enter he came out. Jones, 
upon his entrance, had observed a win- 
chester rifle standing in a-.corner, and 
he was careful to get between it and the 
man he expected tq make prisoner. As 
Richardson realized what was up he 
drew back as if to dea! the sheriff a 
heavy vlow, but his upraised arm was 
caught by the other offieer and the hand- 
cuffs were put on him in a trice 

He has always been looked upon as a 
leader in the negro settlement in which 
he lived, and he is thought to have had a 
hand itn many of the disturbances that 
have occurred in that section of the city. 

Tombstones in Ruins. 

From all accounts Richardson was a 
remarkable character. The articles 
found in the burning ruins of the store, 
which he ran at the corner of McDaniel 
and Amy streets, would indicate that 
he was &@ man addicted to collecting all 
manner of things, whether useful or 
otherwise. When the flames died down 
sufficiently to permit an investigation of 
the ruins three tombstones were found 
in that section of the lot which had been 
occupied by the store. The marble slabs 
had been made for the graves of chil- 
dren and the names of those who are 
to be buried in some place near Atlanta 
can readily be traeed on the face of the 


stone. 

Countiess horse shoes; iron chains of 
evry size,, length and description, were 
also found, while in the ruins of the 
barn a number of big ice molds, such 
as are used in large factories for turn- 
ing out immense cakes of ice, were to 


be seem, plied up in the yard. Iron pul- 


aginable article was brought to view 
when the ruins were ransacked. That 
his store was a veritable arsenal was 
proved beyond a doubt. Half a dozen 
winchester rifles, as. many swords and 
large knives and even a smal! cannon, 
perhaps a yard long, were found. While 
the flames were fiercest the burning store 
was shaken time and again by heavy 
explosions, presumably caused by the 
presence of boxes of cartridges and 
cans of powder. 

The store itself was well stocked with 
canned goods of every variety and while 
the search for souvenirs was in progress 
many of these tins were opened and 
their steaming contents eagerly devoured 
by the men and boys, who, to all ap- 
pearance, enjoyed the meal, eafen, as it 
was, almost on the very spot where the 
charred and half consumed body of the 
desperado himself was dragged from the 
debris. In addition to the various arti- 
cles recovered it {fs said that several 
large sums of hidden money were found. 
One small boy, while raking in the ruins 
with a long stick, came across a large 
coffee grinder, which he hauled home 
in great glee. 


Scorched Cat Demoralized. 

After the battle was over and hun- 
dreds of people stood about’ the ruins of 
the still burning houses discussing the 
terrible fight a cat, which had evidently 
been concealed in the barn in which 
Richardson was killed, limped out of the 
furnace of debris and hobbled toward the 
house on the hill in which Officer Crab- 
tree met his doom. 

The animal was scorched and crazed 
by the intense heat. It staggered here 
end there under the house and then, 
emitting a sereech of agony that could 
be heard all over the place, dashed 
madly back into the flaming ruins. Sol- 
diers and people standing about watched 
the cat as it ran over heaps of burning 
hay and timbers. Demoralized, it leap- 
ed through the highest flames and then 
turned and ran back to the house where 
some negro womer captured it. 

In the building which was used as a 
headquarters by the troops was found 
&. box containing 150 cartridges for use 
in a Mauser rifle. This building was on 
the street above the block in which were 
located the houses which were burned. 
A Wauser rifle was also found in the 
ruins, but just where it came from is a 
mystery.

perado Richardson, has comparison in the 
history of riots in southern cities only 
with the terrible affair which trans- 
formed New Orleans in Juty, 1900, into a 
bedlam of lawlessness and murder. The 
two cases, in fact, are simflar in almost 
every respect. Seven lives, four whites 
lost in the 
*rouble of Saturday, while in the riots 
of New Orleans eleven bodies lay upon 
the slabs of the morgue before the wild 
disorder into which the city was thrown 
could be checked, after four days of 
tefror, in which the popuwiace surged 


,} about in search of negroes despite the 


efforts of police and military to hold 
them in check. 

The beginning of tthe New Orleans 
trouble was almost identical with that 
which set Atlanta upon edge Saturday. 
On the evening of Tuesday, July &, it 
was reported to the New Orleans police 
that two suspicious characters were hang- 
ing around a quiet neighborhood of the 
city. Several officers were sent to the 
scene to investigate. Upon their arrival 
the negroes, inetead of making an effort 
to explain their presence in ithe neighbor- 
hood, one of the negroes opened fire upon 
the police, killing Captain John Day, 
commander of the precinct. The _negro, 
Robert Charles, who did the shooting, 
took refuge in a negro’s shanty near by 
and barricaded himself. The officers en- 
deavored to take him by coming upon 
the house through a dark alley. They 
catried laniternsin their hands and were 
good marks for the winchester of Charles, 
with which the negro opened up on them. 
Officer Mora was seriously wounded. 

Charles then began a furious fusillade, 
in which Officer Lamb fell with a dozen 
fatal wounds in his body. The remainder 
of the ~fficers ran into a house adjoining 
that in witch Charles was barricaded. 
Before reinforcements reached the scene 
the negro made his escape. 

The news of the killing and the escape 
of the murderer created the wildest ex- 
citement tnmroughout the city, and on the 
following day a large mob formed and 
marched throughout the city. Several 
thousand men formed this infuriated 
body, in which were many irresponsible 
persons who advocated retaliation upon 
the blacks. During the demonstration 
two negroes were beaten to death and a 
number seriously injured. 

Big Reward Offered. 

In the meantime Mayor Capdeville 
offered a reward of $100 tn behalf of the 
city for the capture of Charles, and this 
amoum was supplemented by a reward 
of $250 by the goverpjor. On Thursday the 
rioting had reached such serious propor- 
tions and the pollkee had proven them- 
selves 80 powerless to cope with the riot- 
ers that the mayor found it necessary to 
swear into service five hundred special 
policemen, while the governor ordered 
out 1,500 of the state militia. These re- 
inforcememts to the regular force of the 
city, however, proved powerless to quel! 
the rioting, and on Tlhursday many at- 
tacks were made by mobs upon negroes 
throughout the city, one being beaten to 
death. 

By this time the riots had assumed even 
a political phase, it being orenly and bit- 
terly charged by the citizens and the 
press tha: the police accompanying Officer 
Lamb at the time of his death were 
guilty of rank cowardice {n seeking tho 


| shelter of a thouse while their fdlow 


officer was left to his fate and the mur- 
derer given an opportunity to escape. 

On Friday the ranks of the rioters 
were swelled into thousands, and it re- 
quired but the rash act of one individ- 
ual to act as a percussion cap with which 
to set off a reign of blood and carnage. 

Then came the news that the negro 
Charles had been located in a negra 
dwelling on Saratoga street. The offi- 
cers who gained the information secured 


| reinforcements of a number of patrol- 


men and hastened to the scene. The 
men were under the command of Ser- 
geant of Police Gabrie] Porteous. Guided 
by their negro informant, the officers 
proceeded to a side street leading to the 
rear of the house in which Charles was 
hidden. As the leading officers turned 
the corner of the alley, Charles, who 
was concealed behind a screen on the 
seco floor of the house, opened a 
furious and fatal fire. Officer Lally was 
the first to fall,- pierced by a dozen bul- 
lets, and Sergeant Porteous dropped 
dead across the body of Lally. The re- 


f mainder of the officers fled to safety. | 


short space of time the streets around 
the house in which the negro was con- 
fined were blocked by fully 20,000 men 
armed to the teeth. 


Charles Shot to Pieces. 

The smoking-out process was tried up- 
on Charles stronghold, but before he 
was driven — the house the negro 
had killed A. Van Kurem, keeper of the 
city work house, and Alfred J. Bloom- 
field, a citizen. Charles and an unknown 
hegro was driven from the house finally 
and literally shot to atoms. The m- 
port was circulated that the negra 
thought to be Charles was another, and 
the mob, murder mad from the sight of 
blood, went charging upon the negro 
quarters. Before the horrors of the day 
were over the morgue held eleven dead, 
four white svictims of Charles’ deadly 
aim and seven negroes. 

To the campetent manner In which the 
police of Atlanta coped with the prob- 
lem that presented itself at Pittsburg, 
and later in the heaft of the city, is said 
to be due the fact that the wild scenes 
of New Orleans were not duplicated’ 
here, in part at least.

MAY SHUT DOWN 


Richmond Coal Dealers Fear 
Strike May Extend to 
Bituminous Mines. 


‘F STRIKE CONTINUES 
THE PLANTS MUST STOP 


Quantity of Anthracite on Hand Is 
Sufficient To Last Until Cold 
Weather, the Fear ‘Being 
Felt for the Other 
Kind. 


Richmond, Va., May 18.—(Special.)— 
There is apprehension among the coal 
fealers and manufacturers of Richmond 
lest the coal strike shall extend to the 
bituminous mines. 

The shutting down of the anthracite 
mines is not felt here to any appreiable 
extent, and would not be for two or three 
months, as the merchants have on hand 
quite a good supply. The consumption of 
@nthracite here in the summer is com- 
paratively light, and the quantity on hand 
under shipment will be ample to meet all 
needs until cold weather comes again. 
But the supply of bituminous coal is not 
large and the consumption is almost as 
great in summer as in winter. 

A large dealer said tonight that he saw 
nothing to prevent a shut-down of many 
of the large estgblishments throughout 
the city and country if the strike con- 
tinued for any length of time. Orders 
placed by local dealers with the shippers 
being canceled is the most serious and 
threatening phase of the situation. 

Dealers will not take orders in advance 
and are unable to make prices ahead. 
There has been no material advance in 
prices here. 9

FAREWELL TO OLD CHURCH 


OLD LANDMARK MUST GIVE 
WAY. TO NEW. 


Some Preacher by Whom It-Was Dedi 
cated Preaches the Last 
Sermon.

Americus, Ga., May 18.—(Special.)\—Just 
forty-six years ago the First Methodist 
church building in :Amertcus was formal- 
ly dedicated with imposing ceremonies 
and in the presence of a great concourse 
of people, filling the building and yard 
as well. -It was a handsome edifice for 
that time and is still. The dedicatjon 
Sermon was preached by Rev. J. W. Hin- 
ton, then a young man, comparatively. 

This morning, to another immense con- 
gregation, this same minister, after a 
lapse of nearly a half century, preached 
the last sermon that will ever be deliv- 
ered in this historic old building. To- 
morrow it will be dismantled and torn 
down to make room for a splendid and 
modern church edifice to be erected upon 
the same site. 

As evidence of the changes wrought 
by time, the pastor requested that all 
those who heard the dedicatory sermon 
forty-six years ago raise their hands. A 
momenf of painful pilence prevailed. 
The great congregation looked about ex- 
pectantly, but not a hand was’ raised. 
A new generation had been born and a 
new people heard today the aged minister 
who, as a young man, dedicated this sa- 
cred edifice a half century agone. It was 
a pathetic incident and many were deep- 
ly moved as memories of the past forty- 
Six years crowded upon them. An inter- 
esting history of the old church and in- 
cidents associated therewith is to be 
written, 

The new building is to be erected at 
once and will be one of the handsomest 
in south Georgia. It will be of pressed 
brick and granite, with all modern ap- 
pointments, and will cost $20,000. Until 
the eompletion of the new church build- 
ing the congregation of the First Metho- 
dist will hold services at the city hall, 
which has been tendered by the city 
council,

Although Washington Dispatches 
Hinted at the Arrest of Rear 
Admiral Cotton, President 
Sabie Says There’s no 
Truth in It. 


Norfolk, Va., May 18.—(Special.)—Adju- 
t4mt General Henry C. Corbin visited 
Fort Monroe unofficially today. He was 
entertained at the officers’ club and taken 
to the new fortifications. It is thought 
that his visit, while ostensibly for pleas- 


ure alone, may result in important 
recommendations to the war department, 
affecting the present and future strength- 
ening of what is already one of the most 
impregnable fortifications on ,earth. He 
said that he desired to see certain things 
for himself. The artillery school officers 
were called upon fn the course of conver- 
sation for much information affecting the 
extension of that important post-graduate 
course, , 

No Arrest for Admiral Cotton. 

Speaking of the report that the harbor 
commissioners of Norfolk had contem- 
plated the arrest of Rear Admiral Cotton, 
commandant of this navy yard, President 
Dobie, of the board, said tonight that 
such a thing has positively never been 
threatened. He @dmnitted, however, that 
the board proposes to enforce the state 
statute under which it holds authority 
to pass upon all work done in the harbor 
without its consent. The government 
officials who -persist In erecting harbor 
works, whether in the channel or not, 
will be liable to prosecution under the 
state law. 

The attorney general has ruled that the 
government is under no obligation to se- 
cure the board’s consent to the work. In 
that connection, a Washington dispatch 
stated that the arrest of Admiral Cotton 
had beén threatened. The clash between 
the state law and the practice of the navy 
department in going ahead with public 
works on its own property grows out of 
the construction of a torpedo boat re- 
serve station, which the government 
claims is badly needed. 

The district attorney is watching mat- 
‘ters closely, and if any attempt is made 
to interfere with the work it is likely 
the government will take counter action. 
Distiaguished«civil and naval officers may 
have to dodge the constabulary of both 
sides.

THE NEW ANNISTON HOTEL 


Work on the Proposed Hostelry Will 
Begin Today. 

Anniston, Ala., May 18.—(Special.)—The 
work of grading for the big five-story 
hotel which is to be erected here at the 
northwest corner of Twelfth and Noble 
streets, will begin Monday morning. A 
great many of the brick that will be used 
have already been purchased and shipped 
and as soon as the grading and founda- 
tions can be completed brick laying will 
actively begin and be pushed as rapidly 
as possible. 

The large oak tree that has stood for 
years at this corner was taken down yes- 
terday. Many who observed the care with 
which the branches and the trunk were 
removed wondered what it meant. Wil- 
liam H. Zinn, who is at the head of the 
big enterprise said that the tree would 
be made into timber and from it fashion- 
ed a beautiful carved oak table or cabi- 
net to occupy some conspicuous position 
in the hotel, as a souvenir of the past. 

It is expected to have the big hotel 
ready for occupancy during the early 
fall.

Shipments from Mississippi Brought 
Fancy Prices Up North.

There has been a decided drop in the 
price of beans, peas, new potatoes, cab- 
bage, etc., although much of the crop 
is yet to be marketed, and further re- 
cessions are expected, particularly in 
cabbage, the second crop of which prom- 
yaes to be quite good.

ONE DEATH HAS.OCCURRED IN 
CAMDEN COUNTY, N. C. 


No Health Superintendent Was Ap- 
pointed—Governor Notifies It 
Must Be Done. - 


Raleigh, N. C., May 1% —(Special.)—The 
governor bt) the state board of health 
are advised of an outbreak of smallpox 
at South Mills, Camden county, and of 
a death from that disease. The author- 
ities of the county, in violation of law, 
have failed to elect a superintendent of 
health. and are now notified that unless 
they do.so they will be indicted. The 
state’s smallpox expert has gone there.

Gaither and R. H: Ridgeley, of Mary- 
land, and Robert N. Page, of Candor. 
Montgomery is very rich in gold and 
other ores. The company is authorized 
to do a general mining business, to op- 
erate smelters and to develop and sell 
mining properties,

partment of justice, gathering evidence 
in western North Carolina against thee 
beef trust,

DEMOCRATS TO REORGANIZE 


In Accordance with Redistricting 
Plan Adopted by Legislature. 

Jackson, Miss., May 18.—(Special.)--The 
democrats of the sixth congressional dis- 
trict have decided not to wait for Chair- 
man Miller, of the state executive com- 
mittee, to take the initiative in suggest- 
ing a date for the reorganization of the 
congressional executive committees in ac- 
cordance with the redistricting plan 
adopted at ‘the recent legislagive session. 
A meeting of the committee members of 
the counties composing the district has 
been called to assemble at Hattiesburg 
on the 21st of May for the purpose of re- 
organizing. 

It is not krpwn whether this 
plan will meet with general satisfaction, 
as some doubt is expressed as to the 
strict legality of such an action, the 
claim being made that the congressionai 
executive committee should be a new 
body, and that each county composing 
the district should be allowed the privi- 
lege of holding a convention and naming 
delegates to a district convention, which 
latter convention shall name a new dis: 
trict executive committee. 

If the plan at present contemplated is 
carried out, the new committee will be 
composed of the old committeemen from 
portions of two of the old districts. The 
district is made up of the counties of 
Hancock, Harrison, Jackscn, Perry, Pearl 
River, Marion, Green, Wayne, Jones, 
Covington, Lawrence and Simpson. 

If any objection is made, it will, of 
course, come from the three congressional 
candidates in the field—E, J. Bowers, W. 
H. Hardy and E. M. Barbour. Thus far 
they have taken no steps to dispute the 
legality of the plan, or place it in dis- 
credit as violative of the former usages 
of the party. 

It has been generally understood heres 
tofore, however, that the democratic 
state executive committee would suggest 
a date on which all the congressional 
committees should be reorganized, and 
the candidates in other districts have 
been looking forward to such a course. 
The spirit that has entered Into the 
sixth district race is doubtless the cause 
for the early action, as there is a mani- 
fest desire to get the party machinery in 
working order and settle the contest as 
speedily as possible, 


Veterans on Pension Board. 

Jackson, Miss., May 18.—(Special.)—In 
several counties In the state the camps 
of confederate veterans have issued calls 
for mass meetings at which recommen- 
dations will be made to the boards of 
supervisors for the selection of five vet- 
erans in each county who are to serve 
as a board of pensions. The last legis- 
lature passed a special act previding that 
there should be appointed a pension board 
in each county composed of five ex-con- 
federates, and this tbody shall have sv- 
preme power in passing on agplications 
in that county. The result of the plan 
is being awaited with much interest, the 
fear having ‘been expressed that it is 
likely to result in a large increase of the 
pension roll and consequent reduction of 
the pro rata of the pensioners in the non- 
preferred class. 


Young Man Attempts Suicide. 

Arniston, Ala., May 18.—(Special.)— 
Park Fields, 18 years old, residing in 
west Anniston, attempted suicide yester- 
day by swallowing laudanum. The fact 
was soon discovered and physicians 
summoned. It is believed now that he 
will recover. No reason is assigned for 
the act further than the statement that 
he had been drinking.

Savannah, Ga., May 18.—(Special.)—For 
the first time in three or four weeks Colo- 
nel J. H. Estill has found opportunity 
during the past week to spend several 
days in Savannah, attending to his per- 
sonal business affairs and attempting to 
clear up the great mass of political cor- 
respondence that has demanded his at- 
tention. With a great capacity for work 
and a determination to allow no task to 
frighten him by its colossal. aspect, he 
has assailed the stacks of letters that 
lay upon his desk, and now he is ready 
to leave again for the field of battle. 

Colonel Estill was seen today by the 
of The Constitution, to 


representative 


whom he talked of his campaign for gov- ; 


ernor. He seemed confident of his chances 
for success, even though the primary is 
to be held earlier than he had desired. 
June 5 was not a date that had his sanc- 
tion or approval, but, since it has. been 
fixed as that for the primary, he is de- 
termined to make as good a fight as pos- 


sible. 

“T belleve that, if the primary were 
fixed for July 15, when the farmers wil) 
have their crops laid by, it would have 
operated in my favor,” said the candidate 
for governor. “If the farmers come out 
on June 5 they will vote for me. The 
question will be as to whether they will 
be able to leave their crons long enough. 
I hope they will, for that will mean votes 


for me. | 

“No, I am not saying how many coun- 
ties I may ‘have. I am leaving statements 
like that for the other candidates. The 
election will show how flamboyant age 
their estimates, and I do not want to say 
that I have some great number of coun- 
ties assured, only to have my reputation 
as a prophet blasted the result. I 
think it is enough for me to say that I 
believe I will be electeu, and that ig cer- 
tainly my belle?. 

‘‘I may be given a majority by the pri- 
mary; if I am not, neither of the other 
candidates will be. I do not think, to 
speak candidly, however, that a majority 
for any candidate will be shown by the 
primary. The convention will have to 
show who is to be the next governor.” 

His Attitude Toward Labor. 

There has been,a great deal of talk 
about Colonel Estill’s* attitude toward 
labor. In order to get an expression from 
him, the newspaper man asked him how 
he stood on this subject. 

“I feel that I am competent and qual- 
ified to run my own business,” he replied, 
“I do not like the idea of having any 
man or any labor union attempt to dic- 
tate to me. An attempt; has been made 
to make political capital out of the strike 
of the printers employed by me in 1893. 
Those who know the facts have never 
found anything in that episode that would 
justify them in assailing me. 

“I had for years been paying my print- 
ers higher rates than were paid in At- 
lanta, but, nevertheless, a further in- 
crease was demanded, namely, 40 cents 
per thousand. Some representative of the 
union came and ordered a strike when 
the demand that was made was not com- 
plied with by me. The printers walked 
out, but they came back, or the best of 
them did, the next day. Later I put in 
Mergenthaler machines, which I did not 
put in sooner because it would have 
thrown men out of work, and the best of 
the typesetters learned their use and have 
remained with The Morning News since.

Any man 
may be a union man or a non-union 
man. It makes no difference to me. The 
question is never asked when he is em- 
ployed. The only requirement is that 
he may do his work properly. In my of- 
fice union and non-union men work side 
by side. 

“Il am a workingman myself. I was a 
printer, and I can sympathize with print- 
ers. Rather than looking down upon or 
feeling any unkindness toward working- 
men, I have thought well enough of them 
to have each one of my sons serve his 
time and learn a trade.”

COMPILED VALUABLE WORK 
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MRS. WILLIS CARLISLE, 
Mother of Mrs. Withers—She Is 
@® Galled the “‘Mcther of Atlanta.”’ 
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HE first volume of the Pioneer Citi- 
Teen History of Atlanta, compiled 

under direction of a committee of 
the pioneer citizens’ society, has just bean 
dgeued from the press. The book forms 
@ review of interesting events of the 
early days of Atlanta, and contains in- 
formation of much value to the present 
generation. 

The committee, issuing the book, is 
composed of the following well Known 
citizens: John C. Peck, chairman, John 
tC. Hendrix, W. A. Fuller, C. W. Hunni- 


cutt, Frank P. Rice, W. S. Everett and 
W. L. Calhoun, ex-officio. 

4 poem of fourteen verses by Charles 
W. Hubner, entitled ‘‘Atlanta,’’ occu- 
pies space in the fore part of the volume. 
The bapk begins with a description of 
this section in 1833, before the semblance 
.of @ town had been born. Hardy Ivy, 
the pioneer, made his advent here duriag 
that year and built an hwmbie home in 
the solitude of the forests. This chapter 
@escribes the retirement of the red man 
before the “‘pale face;’’ also the homes 
ef early settlers. At this time land 
gould be purchased here at any price. 
“ Another chapter deals with events of 
1837, -which was really the beginning of 

the career of the present metropolis. It 
was in that year that Stephen H. Long, 
state road surveyor, drove fhe stake for 
the terminus of the state road. The 
stake was located near the present un- 
ion depot. After this important event, 
the settlement received its first nama, 
Terminus. An influx of gettlers then be- 
gan and marked the beginning of a 
great city. 

In 1843 the citjzens realized that the 
town had outgrown its name, and from 
Terminus it became Marthasville. Gov- 
ernop Wilson Lumpkin was on a visit 
to the village that year and in changing 
the narge the citizens decided to honor 
the governor’s daughter, Martha, which

MRS. JULIA JT. WITHERS, 
‘‘Child of Atlanta.’’ 
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was done by an act of the general as- 
sembly on December 23. At this time 
the - affairs of Marthasville were gov- 
erned by a board of town commissioners. 

The name of the town underwent an- 
other change dufing the year 1847. Mar- 
thasville was succeeded by Atlanta, 
which name was suggested by J. Edgar 
Thompson, chief engineer of the Geor- 
gia railroad. Application was made for 
a charter to the general assembly, then 
in session, and was granted. The appli- 
cation was made by Jonathan Norcross, 
John Collier and J. Vaughn. . 

The first election for a mayor and 
rcouncil was held January 31, 1848, Moses 
W. Formwalt being chosen mayor. Th2 
history gives a list of mayors and coun- 
cils for succeeding years and also pro- 
ceedings of that body. 

One of the most f[nteresting features 
of the book relates to the war period. 
Many important events. are described, !n- 
cluding Atlanta under fire, scenes dur- 
ing the bombardment, evacuation of the 
city by confederates, occupation by the 
federals and the destruction of the city. 

The memorable reconstruction period is 
also told of, the history giving an ac- 
count of the struggles of the citizens and 
the devastated city; also of the proceed- 
ings of the city council of those years. 

The above cutg represent two conspic- 
uous characters of Atlanta’s early his- 
¢ory and reference is made to them in 
the pioheer’s book. They are Mrs. Willis 
Carlisle, mother of Atlanta, and Mrs. 
Julia C. Withers, child of Atlanta. 

In addition to the facts above enumer- 
ated, the book contains much other iIn- 
formation, and on the whole is a valu- 
able work. The pioneer citizens have un- . 
dertaken and completed this task as g 
work of love to perpetuate the mem- { 
ories of those eventful days of long years 
ago, and the success of their efforts js 
pronounced. The history of old Atlanta 
will no doubt find a warm welcomé in the

Gossip of the Campaign and the Candidates~- Griner

’ Politics in North Georgia. 


ON. JOSEPH M. TERRELL and 
H Hon. Dupont Guerry will meet at 
4 Sylvania, in Screven county, today;

As 
a matter of fact, Colonel J. H. Hetill 
claims that county, and his friends as- 
sert there is no doubt about the fact 
that he will carry it. The other candl- 
dates, however, consider it decidedly de- 
batable ground or they would hardly go 
s0 much out of their way to make it at 
this time. 

Colonel Estill was in the city on Satur- 
day on his way to north Georgia. He 
was in good health and spirits and ex- 
pressed ~his usual confidence as to the 
outcome of the campaign.

ed agent. gave her credentials by which 
Bhe was to speak with His voice, act in 
His name and command with His author- 
ity. If the principle of authority was 
contained in the divine plan, the princi- 
ple of private judgment was necessarily 
excluded from if. 

big 4 second principle Christ placed in 
the divine plan and realized in the divine 
fact. His church was 4&n inherent ele- 
ment of unfailingness, which was to pro- 
tect the church against the liability, 
capability or possibility of decay or lapse. 
If we admit this second principle we must 
é@xclude the excuse given for the doc- 
trinal reformation, if indefectible, there- 
fore irreformable. , 

“This brings us to the consideration of 


. another principle, which we contend was 


include@ in the divine plan of th? church, 
viz, that. prerogative which the church 
enjoys of teaching and believing the true 
faith with a divine guarantee of 
Inerrency. We have here as in a nut- 
shel] the three grand principles or attri- 
butts which we claim for the church— 
Givine authority, indefectibility, and in- 
fallibility. Admit these three and you 
put a reasonable construction on God’s 
word. and on God’s work. You have a 
ehurch which is really and truly the pil- 
lar and ground of truth—a church with- 
Out spot or blemish, a church against 


» Which the gates of heli are powerless, a 


church, which is the organ, the mouth- 
piece, the instrument of heaven, a church 
that can reasonably claim the religious 
homage of the natiohs, that can speak 
and act with divine authority, and that 
can, without fgar or hesitation, repeat 
and emphasize for all time and for all 
men the words of the Master: ‘He who 
hears you hears Me.’ 

“I need not remind you that infallibility 
does not mean omnipotence, nor omnis- 
clence, nor inspiration, nor impeccability. 
The word to us means freedom or ex- 
emption from the liability to err. In- 
fallibWity is not a quality inherent in a 
person, but an assistance attached to an 
office. Its operation is not the discov- 
ery of new truths, but the guardianship 
of old ones. Its purpose is to guarantee 
for all time the safe keeping and preach- 
ing in its unity, purity and integrity of 
the faith which was once delivered to the 
saints 

“What proof is there that Christ in- 
tended His church to be essentially and 
perpetually infallible? I find proof 
enough in the words of St. John xiv and 
St. Matthew xxviii. These promises 
meant what they expressed or they meant 
nothing, or they meant something differ- 
ent from or opposite to what they ex- 
pressed. 

“To say they meant nothing is to say 
God was trifilng with His people; to say 
they meant something different from 
what they enunciated would be to ac- 
cuse Him of deceiving us. We hold that 
a@ perpetually divine presence makes the 
church perpetually proof against error. 
That the chach cannot teach error in 
the field of faith or morals while the 
epirit of truth by eterna! decree resides 
In her to make her teach what is right. 
When our Lord promised the Paraclete 
would come and abide in His church for 
ever as teacher, He there and then made 
Himself responsible for her teaching; He 
Was committed to her irrevocably. He 
was constrained by the natufe of His 
promise to frame the church in such 
fashion and to guide her on such lines 
that as universal herald of His gospel 
she should not promulgate = anything 
wrong, anything He would disciaim, or 
which would force Him t) disown her. 

“Granted Christ intended to establish 
a church which was to last forever, and 
granted He intended her to teach His 
truth forever. He was strictly bound to 
make her infallible forever.’’

Yesterday marked the close of the 
third week in the great revival services 
under the tent at Auburn avenue and

The climax was reached last night 
when Dr. J. V. Coombs, the evangelist, 
spoke to the largest audience yet gath- 
ered in the big tent that holds fully 
2,000 people. 

“The Old and New Religion’’ was Dr. 
Coombs’ theme. He began by’ drawing 
a contrast between the religion of Jesus 
Christ, as the old religion, and the re- 
ligion to be found in some of our 
churches today, as the new religion. I 
the course of the sermon he spoke o 
dancing and ecard playing among 
church members. In the most scathing 
terms he denounced both. 

Of progressive euchre parties and 
whist parties where prizes are offered, 
he not only said that those who engaged 
in such were common criminals, as Nable 
to arrest as the worst gambler, but 
proved it by citing the deeisions handed 
down in the courts of Missouri. 

“If you become the best card player 
in the country, what good have you 


“accomplished? Give your life to grand- 


er, nobler, higher purposes,” he said.

""yenee people come to me and ask

dance? 

“You would not ask such a question 
i¢ there were no harm in Yt. Your very 
asking proves there is harm in it. Do 
you ask is there any harm in a prayer 
meeting, in a debating society, etc.? No. 
You know they are right. Why do you 
ask is there harm in the dance? There 
fe not a religious body in this country 
which has not In its official conventions 
denounced the dance,’” the evangelist 
went on to say, ‘and fet there are 


‘ghurches in this town that have given 


entertainments and then at the close 
permitted dancing. Do you suppose 
gueh a church will prosper? Fugther 
I have not the slightest respegt for the 
members of such a church. You can't 
gave men from their sins und give 
dances at the same time.” 

With great eloquence and power he 
calied upon Christian men and womén 
to give up all that keeps them frem 
doing their whole duty to\God and man. 
Not only to give these things up; but 
to set about in. these revival meetings 
to do some positive good for their fel- 
low men. 

The great audience was greatly moved. 
After the audience was dismissed a man 
came to Dr. Coombs, told him he was a 


gambler, but that, God, helping him, he

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FROM ATLANTA PULPITS 
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¢ FIRST BAPTIST. 


Rev. Dr. Landrum preached at the First 
Baptist church yesterday morning on 
Revelation ii, 4: “I have sontewhat 
against thee because thou hast left thy 
first love.”” He gaid in part: 

‘The world has yet to see the ideal 
church, namely, a symmetrically devel- 
oped, complete and perfect assembly of 
organized disciples of Christ. Toward 
that high standard of social and religious 
excellence We must ever struggle. Less 
than perfection is +mperfection; all im- 
perfection is sin; mo sin can be excused in 
a Ohristian much “@3S commended or 
copied. Whatever the great head of the 
Church may commend in us, as He did in 
the church at Ephesus. He can never be 
satisfied with our attainments and efforts 
so long as He is compelled to prefer the 
charge: “Thou hast left tby firat love.’ 
It is no slight accusation. Love is the 
motive and power of afl Christian life 
and activity. Let love disappear alto- 
gether from the church and, like a work 
from which the sun 4s shut off, there will 
be neither light nor life, but dimness 
deepening into darkness and death for- 
ever. 

“If I were asked for proofs that any 
given church is drifting from its ancient 
moorings I would name these four: The 
loss of evangelical doctrine; the abandon- 
ment of evangelistic activity; the forsak- 
ing of the unwordly life and the neglect 
} Of closer communton er private prayer. 

“Evangelical faith Is something definite. 
It ig fixed; there can be no additions to 
it. no subtraction from it, mo alterations 
in dt. The one doctrine of Christ’s Gavior- 
hood is fundamenta] ahd all inclusive and 
implies‘every other evangelical teaching. 
Depravity is best umderstood at the cross 
of Christ. There God is seen at His best 
and there man is seen at his worst: God 
loving the sinner to fhe furthest reach of 
humiliation, agony and woe, and the sin- 
ner hating God to the utmost extent of 
lying, false witness, blasphemy, persecu- 
tion, cruelty and murder. Regeneration 
finds it necessity in the exhibitions of 
human nature which shork our gaze at 
Calvary. The divine system of theology 
is acted out in the tragedy of the cross. 
Depravity, regeneration, salvation by faith 
alone all center in the great, all-embrac- 
tug truth that “God was in Christ recon- 
eiling the world unto Himself.’ 

“Edification and evangelization are the 
two duties of the church. Edification 
means training. edutating. broadening 
and deepening fhe spiritual nature or 
building wp the saved. ‘Evangelization 
signifies preaching the gospel to the lost. 
Evangelization becomes edification. To 
edify one another is to set the example 
of seeking the lost. Our Lord expressed 
His mission in the words: “The Son Man 
is'come to seek and to save that which 
was lost." Every true church of the Son 


and hopeful 


of Man will prove its fidelity and love by 
doing precisely the same thing. 

“The unworldly life is practical. The 
mode] Christian is not the man who 
doesn't dance, doesn’t play cards, doesn’t 
attend the theater. Such a man is only 
a negative character. A man of that kind 
may do no harm, but does he accomplish 
any good? Nor is the model Christian 
the one who attends all the church ser- 
vices and teaches in the Sunday school 
and contributes to all 
charitable objects. All this is good and 
in its place essential. Christian character 
is more. It ts devotion to a definite ideal 
of service; it consists in doing one’s spe- 
cjtic work well for the glory of God and 
the good of man. The carpenter, the ma- 
son, the plumber, the painter, the ma- 
chinist, the motorman, the manufacturer, 
merchant, professional man in so far as 
he does honest, thorough and permanent 
work is a public benefactor and God's 
representative. In so far as his work Js 
Slipshod and superficial and _= slovenly, 
whatever his church going and alms giv- 
ing, he is a thief and a robber. In the 
one case he fit# into God’s kingdom; in 
the other, he is a foe to the good order 
of gociety and a traitor to human rights 
and thappiness. 

‘Secret prayer keeps us in touch wita 
God. Wotld you be sound in doctrine? 
Forsake not the closet. Would you win 
souls to Christ? Call down spiritual force 
and converting power in’ secrét commu- 
nion with your Heavenly Father. Would 
you live in the spirit and not in the re- 
gion of the senses? Practjce What the 
Salvation Army calls the ‘knee drill.’ 
Would you be calm and strong, sunmmy 
whatever difficulties and 
discouragements overnang you like a big 
black cloud? Go into the closet. It is 
not so much an oratory as an observatory. 
There, like Stephen of old, you will ex- 
claim, ‘I see Jegus standing at teh right 
trand of God.’ That vision is beatific and 
it will flood your soul with fresh tides of 
love, consecration and power.” 
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4 SECOND BAPTIST. 
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At the Second Baptist church last night 
a large congregation attended the be- 
ginning of a series of sermons on “The 
Troubles of Young Men" by the pastor, 
Rev. John White. The subject last night 
was “A Young Man in Trouble with His 
Mother.’’ Among other things he said: 

“In a real sense Christ had to go con- 
trary to. His mother. In a real sense, al- 
though, as we have shown, there was no 
positive estrangement, Mary, the mother 
of Jesus, did put herself betwen Him and 
the fulfillment of His life. I do not think 
it the case as a rule, certainly, but often- 
er, I Suspect, than we think a young man 
must succeed, if he succeeds at all, in 
spite of his mother. .It wo be strange 
if with thelr powerful influetce mothers 
did not make great mistakes and do great 
damage to their sons in this way. And 
when it does occur to a young man that 
his mother is in the way of his life, the 
consequences are of irreparable damage, 
unless he thrust her aside gently, but 
firmiy, insisting upon the higher obliga- 
tions to his own life and to God. 

“I am sorry for the young man who 1s 
petted and spoiled by his mother. It ap- 
pears beautiful enough to witness her 
devotion and affection. I have sometimes 
felt a pang in separating my little girl 
from a kitten which she was loving not 
wisely, but too well—for the kitten’s 
health. As Coriolanus said to his moth- 
er, ‘You have saved Rome, but you have 
destroyed your son,’ so there is many 
an instance when the young man is ruined 
for life by the indulgence and unwise af- 
fection of his mother. I have in mind an 
instance in which a father was thwarted 
permanently in the exercise of parental 
discipline. The sequel fs not happy. 

“Show me the young man who Is selfish 
and lazy, atid who is unhappy and dis- 
agreeable when not pampered, favored an‘1 
flattered by his friends, and most likely 
that unfortunate and ruinous disposition 
is the legacy of a mother’s overweening 
indulgence which protected him from 
manly responsibilities and stcogG between 
him and tasks which would have de- 
veloped a self-reliant and generous char- 
acter. 

‘‘Again, the young man whose mother is 


a devotee of fashion and social frivolity is 


missionary and ;

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in a great trouble. The facts do not war- 
rant the generalization that a young man 
brought up in a city is6 worthless to 50- 
ciety. But, while there are shining ¢x- 
ceptions, the facts do justify the proposi- 
tion that the young man whose mother i3 
a devoted society woman, and whose life 
and thought are shaped in the environ- 
ment of luxury and display, and whose 
ideals are set on a level with empty so- 
cial ambitions, deserves far more — 
if he amounts to anything than the boy 


in the country who is brought up in an. 


atmosphere of ‘hard living and high 
thinking.’ . 

“I was asked by a reporter last week 
to say what I had to say about the Sunday 
night visiting in Atlanta, which has 
loomed up as a great question so sud- 
denly. I told him J had very little to 
say; that we were not greatly troubled 
by it in this church, and that, so far ar 
church members and Christians were 
concerned, it was a simple question of 
conscience and loyalty. But I want to 
add in this word to .young men that the 
advocates of the Sunday soiree are not, 
in my judgment; calculated to make the 
lives of young men cleaner or nobler by 
breaking down.some of the ‘cleanest and 
noblest’ characteristics of our southern 
and Christian civilization in which the 
Lord’s day is held sacred. 

“If I were going to advise a young 
Jady In the selection of her thusband, I 
would say select some mother’s son whv 
was not brought up on Sunday receptions, 
but on a good old-fashioned regard for 
the church and the Sabbath. 

“An enervating home atmosphere is bad 
enough when resisted;-it is simply awful 
when it crushes. an,unresting soul. There- 
fore it is to be resisted. Said a great 
writer, ‘Had I melted into*my surround- 
ings instead of reading and writing con- 
tinually, life had not been so dismal, but 
I lived among the stars an abstemious 
ghost.’ You will not be an ‘abstemious 
ghost,’ nor need life be dismal; but better 
that than a life without struggle against 
influences, however appealing their claim, 
which would hinder you from being a 
man of account to.the world and an orna- 
ment in a noble way to your family, your 
city and country.” 


* WEST END BAPTIST 
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Rev. Henry McDonald, of Shelbyville, 
Ky., formerly pastor of the Secand Bap- 
tist church of Atlanta, preached at the 
West End Baptist church during the 
morning service yesterday. Dr. Mc- 
Donald’s subject was an interesting one, 
and he held the undivided attention of 
his hearers throughout the discourse. The 
church was comfortadly filled. 

Dr. McDonald's text was, ‘“‘Whom God 
hias raised up, having loosed the pains of 
death, because it was not possible that 
He should be holden of it,”’ Acts li, 24.

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Dr. WilHtam J. Holtzclaw preached on 
“Stunted and Dwarfed Souls: Who They 
Are and What They Are and Why They 
Exist.”’ The text was selected from the 
prophecy of Jeremiah xvii, 5-6: ‘‘Cursed 
be the man that trusteth in man, and 
maketh flesh his arm, and heart depart- 
eth from the Lord. For he shall be like 
the heath in the Wesert, and shall not see 
when good cometh; but shall inhabit the 
parched places in the wilderness, in a 
salt land and not inhabited.” 

He said in part: 

‘“Dwarfed souls have existed in every 
age of the world’s history, but they are 
not always confined to small bodies. The 
Lord God is not to blame for this, for 
the reason that He has given men tal- 
¢nts which, in thousands of cases, have 
not’ been used and developed for good. 


1 The-fellow who hid his Lord’s money in 


a napkin is a notable example. He show- 
ed no disposition to labor by using his 
napkin, which was intended to wipe the 
sweat from his face, to wrap his talent 
in.. His first step, therefore, w&s an act 
of self-condemnation. The parable of the 
barren fig tree is an illustration in point. 
The dresser of the vineyard begged that 
it might be spared a little longer and 
this was done, but to no avail, and it 
was finally cut down. When the Lord 
came to the fig tree with His disciples 
on the way to Bethany and He found no 


fruit thereon He commanded the tree 


to wither and it was done. God gives 
men talents, but He forces no one to 
use them. It ust be a voluntary act. 
He that refuses to act must account for 
it in judgment. Men have had fortunes 
and squandered them when they might 
have glorified God with them. Men have 
had splendid opportunities, but refused 
to use them. It is not what a man has 
in his hands that makes him useful or 
that develops him, but it is what he 
uses, This is true both in a tempora! 
and spiritual sense. No soul ever pros- 
pers, in a true sense, that does not stand 
on God's side. No soul ever becomes a 
fruit-bearing soul that is not cultivated 
by God's spirit. “Those that he planted 
in the house of the Lord shall flourish in 
the courts of our God. They shall bring 
forth fruit in old age; they shall be fat 
and flourishing.’ ” 

“Whats the character of these dwarfs 
and why do they resemble the ‘heath in 
the desert?’ (1) It is because they are 
unfruitful. Every man is a steward in 
the sgght of God. The unsaved man has 
in his care a soul which is either to be 
saved or lost, and he has a life to live 
which must bear fruit for Satan or for 
God, and his eternal destiny depends on 
Whether he stands for or against Goa. 
The Christian is expected to bear fruit 
and grow into thriftiness because of his 
character and his situation. ‘The un- 
godly are like the chaff which the wind 
driveth away.’ 

‘The righteous man ‘shall be like a tree 
planted by the rivers of water that bring- 
eth forth his fruit in his season.’ (2) The 
dwarf resembles the heath because of his 
dismal and solitary surroundings. Life 
with all men is very much what they 
make it. The man and the home is very 
much what is wanted by the man. The 
man who persists in shaping his own life 
and career depends on the fiery arm of 
flesh. The man who trustg only in man 
makes his own end. There are men who 
can see no good anywhere nor in any- 
thing. The man who lives in a desert sees 
nothing of the land of plenty. Such a 
man is either ignorant of what he might 
pogsess or so blinded by the god of this 
world that he cannot see it. A man in 
such a condition as that of the heath cay 
never bear fruit until the soil in which 
he has a miserable existence is exchanged 
for more helpful surroundings. If he is 
not God’s child he must be born again, 
and if he is God's child he 
must not be found among - the 
nine lepers whd when they were 
cleansed, returned not to give God 
the giory. e showers of Gdd's grace 
have fallen on thousands who have borne 
no fruit simply because of their environ- 
ments. He who changes the hearts of 
men can change their situation. The man 
who watits to cut loose from his hin- 
drances can find help in his God.”*

The average street preaching was af- 
tacked from the pulpit at Moore Memo- 
rial church yesterday, morning by Dr. 
A. R. Holderby, the pastor. He said 
that some of those on the streets who 
profess to preach the gospel do not 
preach it, 

"The minister declared that the average 
street preaching of today is false’ doc- 
trine and is both pernicious and demo?- 
alizing. It is the duty of the church to 
combat such errors, he said, by giving 
the multitude the true, unadulterated 
gospel of Christ. 

This attack is_of special interest to 
Atlanta, owing to the number of. street 
preachers, who are to be found in the 
vicinity of Marietta, Broad and Peach- 
tree streets every Sunday afternoon. 
Dr. Holderby holds to the position that 
street preaching of the right kind is 
helpful, but is strong in his denuncia- 
tion of false doctrines. 

The following is the substafice of Dr. 
Holderby’s remarks: 

“Street preaching, if of the right. sort, 
would be very helpful to the unchurched 
people. But the trouble is they do not 
always hear the truth. The average 
street peaching nowadays is false doc- 
trine and is both pernicious and demoral- 
izing. Some of those on the streets who 
profess to preach the gospel do not 
preach it. The crowds of people attend- 
ing such preaching are not uplifted or 
spiritually helped. Too many of those 
who are deluding the people with a false 
doctrine are illiterate and irresponsible. 

“It is the duty of the church to combat 
such error by giving the multitudes the 
true unadulterated gospel of Christ. 
This must be done by intelligent and 
conservative preachers of the gospel, 
preaching the truth In its simplicity and 
power, upon the streets and tn tents or 
wherever else the multitude may be 
reached. 

“If this sort of preaching is undigni- 
filed in the ministry, then Jesus Christ 
and His apostles were very undignified 
preachers. The church must come down 
to this sort of work if the masses are 
to be reached with the gospel. 

“The race riots and bloodshed occnr- 
ring in our midst are due to the fact 
that the multitudes are without the gos- 
pel and its saving influences. Force of 
Farms and legal enactments will never 
remedy the evils in our country. Laws 
are good and they should be executed, 
but nothing save the gospel of Jesus 
Christ will regenerate and reform the 
ignorant and wicked masses of the /peo- 
ple and makes them law-abiding citizens. 

“The preaching of the pure gospel is 
greatly needed in this city among the 
degraded and unchurehed multitudes. If 
the church does not come down from her 
pinnacle of dignity and cafry the gospel 
to the deluded and degraded multitude, 
crime and lawlesSness will continue to 
curse our land.”

A distinguished party will pass through 
Atlanta this afternoon en route from 
Washington to Tuskeege, Ala. where 
those who compose it will be the guests 
of Congressman Charles W. Thompson, of 
Alabama. 


In the party are Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Leslie M. Shaw, and a number of 
horthern and western congressmen and 
their wives. Among the distinguished 
members of the party are Congressman 
Charlies B. Littlefield, of Maine, Congress - 
man Charles A. Russell, of Connecticut, 
and Congressman Champ Clark, of Mis- 
souri., 

Tihe members of the party will combine 
with the pleasure of the trip the oppor- 
tumity to make some investigations on 
their own account of conditions as they 
really exist in the south.

RAILWAY NOTES. 


Four Trains to Washington. 

The Southern will make a number of 
changes in its passenger schedules out of 
Atlanta, beginning next Sunday, which 
will cause quite a shake up in the Atlanta 
time card. 

The superintendents of the line are now 
at work on the schedules, and the changes 
to be made have been pra-tically decided 
upon. While nothing has been announced 
as definite, still the nature of the ma- 
jority of the changes to be made is gen- 
erally known. 

The most important of these will be 
the changing of trains 11 and 12 which 
now run between Atlanta and Richmond 
into an Atlanta and Washington train via 
Richmond. This will give Atlanta four 
trains a day to and from Washington, 
one of which will run via Richmond, 
whereas at the present time the gnly 
through service via Richmond is a 
sleeper. 

It is also. understood that train 40, 
which has been leaving at 12:20 p. m., 
will in the future leave at 1 p. m. A 
number of changes will also be made in 
the service between Atlanta. and Macon 
and Atlanta and Chattanooga.
